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PREFACE. 


HTS Book very lately fell into the Hands of 2 

Gentleman, who has reprinted it, as he thought it 
would be acceptable to all who are attentive to the Subject, 
and wiſh to promote Oeconomy, uſeſul Labour, decent be- 
haviour, and cleanlineſs in Work-houſes and Charity- 
Schools It ſhews how great attention was given, at the 
time the buok was firſt printed (about i be year 1730) to the 
Management of the Poor ;—it alſo ſhews the amazing I. 
creaſe of the Rates, in the Courſe of 50 Tears, and the 
Neceſſity of better Regulation in future, in Order to /top 
their farther Increaſe. 

Ai this Time the Pariſhes are but few where the Gen- 
tlemen, Clergy, and better Sort of Inhabitants, pay a due 
Regard to this important Buſineſs ; and, from this Neg- 
lee, it often falls into the Hands of very unfit Perſons, 
who are under Temptations to miſapply, waſte, and ems 
bezzle the Pariſh Money, to the increaſe of the Rates, 
raiſed indeed for the Service of the Poor, but often 
abuſed to their Oppreſſion. 

In the Year 1776 a Return of the Poor Rates through- 
out England and Wales was made, by Aft of Parlia- 
ment, brought forward by Mr. Gilbert, particularizing 
the Sums expended in each Pariſh, ſolely on account of 
the Poor ; which, for One Year, ending at Eaſter, 1776, 
amounted, in England, to £1,63:,27 5—14—7 ; in 
Wales, e 36, 397—6—5 I; ; together{1,652,173—1—6, 
and annually increaſing.

So that when we compare the Expences at the Time of 


the firſt publication of this Book, with thoſe of the 
preſent, the Increaſe is very alarming ;, but many Allow- 


ances ſhould be made on the Part of the Poor, which will | 


bring th: Matter into a narrower Compaſs than is gene- 
rally apprehended. 

And it is worthy of Notice, that where the Rents of 
Eſtates are raiſed (which, in general, has been the Gaſe 
for the laſt 50 Tears to a great Amount) the Complaints 
of the Laiiaholders ought to be fewer ; for the improved 
Rents muſt reaſonably be ſuppoſed to allow an additional 
Levy for the Uſe of the Poor. 5 

On the Part of the Poor, Allowance alſo ſhould be made 
for the preſent Prices of the Neceſſaries of Life, which 
will be found to be nearly double when compared with thoſe 
of the Time, when this Book was finſt publiſhed. 

It is a juſt Obſervation, that the Taxes are highe/t 
where the Pariſh Burthens are moſt neglected; nor is it 
unreaſonable, that an additional Expence ſhould fall upon 
ih:ſe Eftates, where the Owners of them, neither by them- 
ſelves nor Agents, ſhew a proper Aitention to their Poor. 
And it is now become a Confederation, when Lands or Houſes 
are to be tenanted, what the Pariſh Rates are upen them, 
and a lower Rent is paid in proportion, which creates a 
Sort of additional Land Tax. 

A remedy for this growing Evil is ſought from Parlia- 
ment; and Mr. Gilbert is now alfo taking much Pains on 
this Subject; but if the Inhabitants of each Pariſh would 
do their Duty, the End Mr. Gilbert has in wiew, 
world, in a great Meaſure, be obtained, viz. by reviv- 


ing the Cuſtoms of former Times, by the perſonal Inter- 


ference of the Gentlemen, Clergy, and others, at Veſtries 
or Committees, by their ferving Offices, and by a fre- 
quent examination both of the Pariſh Accounts and the 

eneral or particular Condition of the Poor; the Reſult 
would be, that the Rates <vould proportionably decreaſe, 
and the Poor be no leſs comforted than reformed. 

There is a Cruelty practiſed in many Lordfhips, particu- 
tarly in new Incloſures, both to the injury of the Poor, and 
decreaſe of Population; viz. That the Proprietors deſtray

the Cottage-houſes, in order to remove the Inhabitants 


| Without an Att of Incloſure, the right of Common 


could not be taken from the Poor ; but, even with this, 
to diſpoſſeſs them of their Settlement ſeems to border on 
inbumanity. From this Practice the Poor are driven to 


8 Towns and Cities. 


There are, however, in London, and the Country alſh, 
ſome Work-houſes, condudted upon admirable Plans, where 
Gentlemen of the firſt Rank and Fortune intereſt themſelves 
both as Churchwardens and Overſcers of the Poor. The 
Pariſhes of St. George, Hanover-Square, St. Mary le 
Bone, Kenſington, and Covent Garden, are Examples of 
this Sort. Some County Workhouſes, particularly in Suf- 
folk, are alſo nearly upon the ſame Plan, and are found 
in every Way to anſwer the Deſign at preſent. There 1s 
no doubt but they will continue to do ſo, as long as the Gen- 
tlemen, Clergy, and better Sort of Inhabitants, in each 
Pariſh, ſhall think this important Duty deſerving tbeir 
Attention. |

N. B. A Bill is preparing, to recommend to Parliament 
the Cultivation of ſome of His Majeſty's Forefts and Waſte 
Lands, which will, probably, be of great Service to ihe 
Poor, both as to Labour and the produce of Grain. 
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T H E Reader will have the Pleaſure of ſeeing in 


this Third Edition of the Account of Work- 
houſes, that this Method of maintaining the 
Poor, has met with Approbation and Succeſs through ut 
the Kingdom. And indeed a better Method can ſcarce be 
contrived; for Workhouſes, under a prudent and good Ma- 
nagement, will anſwer all the Ends of Charity to the 
Poor, in regard to their Souls and Bodies; and yet at the 
ſame time prove & effectual Expedients for encreaſing our 
Manufactures, as well as removing a heavy Burden from 
the Nation. They may be made, properly ſpeaking, Nurſe- 
rics of Religion, Virtue, and Induſtry, by baving daily Pray- 
ars and the Scriptures conflantly read, and pocr Children 
Chriſtianly inſtructed. And as the Publick will certainly 
receive a Benefit from their Work, jo the Poor can have 
nu Occafy n to Complain, becauſe every one has therein 
Food and Raiment ſuitable to their Circumſtances ; their 
Dwelling i is warm, ſweet and cleanly, and all proper Care 
is taken of them in Age and Sickneſs. Their reaſonabie 
Wants of every kind are ſupplied; ana therefore. they 
ou7ht to be content and thankful, and do their Duty, that 
zs, all they can do, in that State of Life cobercin it has 
 plerſed God to place them. It is indeed a Sin for them to 
murmur and complain, or to refuſe to work ; when 10 
Mork is put —w—_ them beyond their Strength and Skill: 
nor are they kept cloſer or longer to it than ether pror Peo— 
ple without Doors are obliged to, if they be as inaufirious 
end diligent as they ought to be, in petting a Liv li, 
for themſelves and Families. 
IDLENESS and Sloth are lamoralities as well 
as public Nuſances: and, as the Apoitle comman!s,

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They who are guilty of them ought not to eat, if they will 


not work. But tbo this be true, yet is nat the Con. 
finement they undergo in Workhouſes tes ftrift, and a 
fort of Puniſhwent inflifted on them for no Reaſon but 
their Poverty? This is indeed with many a matter of Com- 
plaint and Clamour ; although upon Enquiry there will be 
found little or no ground and reaſon for either : and that 
the Confinement enjoined in moſt Workhouſes is no other 
than what is neceſſary to keep goed Order, good Hours, 
and a prudent Diſcipline in them ; and is ſeldom flrifter, 
ran what is uſual among Children and Servants, in ſober, 
regular Families, and in many caſes indiſpenſibly requiſite 
to prevent thoſe who have brought themſelves to Poverty by 
a looſe and diſorderly way ef living, from breakivg out 
into the ſame wicked Courſe again. 

WORKHOUSES then being Charitable Founda- 
tions, as well as Hoſpitals, and under a good Regulation, 
of greater Advantage to tbe Publick ; they are a Na- 
tional Concern : And accordingly they bave received great 
Encouragement from the Legiſlature, who will, in ail 
Probability, upon a proper Application, be diſpoſed to do 
every thing that is neceſſary to mate them as uſeful as 
they may be. The Parliament indeed has, in every Reign 
fince the Reformation, endeavoured to make a comfortable 
Proviſion for the Poor, and has enacted ſeveral Laws 
with this View, but in all of them the Deſign has been to 

revent their Idleneſs, as well as to relieve their Neceſſities. 
1n the very firſt Act * of all, hich is flill in Force, and the 
Ground of al Parochial Aſteſſments for the Poor, it is 
provicled that the. Money to be raiſed ſhall be employed in 
purchaſing a convenient Stock of Flax, Hemp, Wool, 
Thread, Sc. lor ſetting to work all ſuch Perſons as have 
no means to maintain them, and uſe no ordinary and 
daily Trade of Life to get their Living by; and that nd 
other Perſons ſhall have « any Relief from a Pariſh, but the 
Lame, Impotent, Old, Blind, and ſuch other among them 
being poor and not able to work. However, notwith- 
landing this Care, the good Intentions of {he Legiſlature 
have

bave been in a great meaſure defeated; and very groſs and 
burthenſume Abuſes had crept in, eſpecially in large and 
populous Pariſhes, till in the late Reign ** an Act was 

made tor amending the Laws relating to the Settlement, 
Employment, and Relief of the Poor; by virtue whereof 
Workhouſes have been erected with very good Succeſs in 
many Places of the Kingdom, eſpecially in, or ucar 
London, and have been F found ro be the moſt pro- 
per Method for Prevention and Removal of great Miſ- 
chiefs ariſing from Numbers of unemploy'd Poor. 

IT would therefare be a great Pity, aud National Re- 
proach, to have theſe charitable and uſeful Inſtitutions fall 
into Diſorder, Abuſe or Ruin, thro any Mijmanagement, 
that may be prevented; or through any want of Power in 
proper Perſons to make and execute ſuch Rules and Ordis 
nances, as are requiſite to their good Government, Diſci- 
pline, or Improvement. 

AND with this View it 1s humbly propoſed : 

I. THAT in every Parifh, wherein any Workhouſe 7s, 
or. ſhall be erected, all Perſons, who are rated to the Poor, 
may have Power, and ſhall be obliged yearly to chuſe in 
Veſiry, out of the ableſt and diſcreeteſt Inhabitants, ſuch a 
Number of Truſtees, for the Care and Management of. the 
ſaid Workhouſe, as fhall be by them thought meet, having 
reſpect to the Proportion or Greatneſs of ibe Pariſh : and 
in caſe any Pariſh fhall refuſe or neglect at firſt, or from 
Year to Year afterwards, to chuſe Truſtees as afore/aid, 
then it ſhall and may be lawful for the Juſtices of the 
Peace, at their general Quarter Seſſions for the County, 
City, or Town, where ſuch Pariſh lies, to appoint Trut- 
tees out of the ableſt and diſcreete/t Inhabitants of the 
faid Pariſh, 

il. THAT the Truſtees ſo choſen, or appointed, be 
obliged to act; and that they, or the greater Part of them, 
have full Power and Authority, to make at fiſt within a 
Time limited, Rules and Ordinances for, and concerning 
the better arerring. « and governing ther reſpective Vork- 

| houſes, 


9 CRO. I. + 1 GEO. II. Aa Act for Erecting a Workbouje in the 
City of Canterbury, 
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- Beuſes, and for the employing of the Poor therein to be pro- 
wided for; a Copy of which Rules and Ordinances Hall 
be laid before the Juſtices of the Peace, as aforeſaid, at 
their General Quarter Seſſions, who ſhall make ſuch Ad- 
ditions to, or Alterations in them, as they ſhall think ne- 
ceſſary, and ſhall then confirm and ratify them. And from 
that Time, thoſe Rules and Ordinances Hall continue in 
Full Force, and be obſerved by all Truſtees and Pariſh- 
Officers for the Time being, under certain Penalties, un- 
til they are altered and amended by the ſame Authority, 
that is, by the Truſtees of cach Pariſh, with the Conſent 
of the Juſtices as aforeſaid. But if the Truſtees of any 
Parifh ſhall neglect, or refuſe to make ſuch Rules and Or- 
dinances, then it ſhall and may be lawful for the Juſtices

4 THE Reaſon of this Propoſal is, that all Work- 
houſes may have wiſe and good Rules: and that theſe 
be not changed or altered from Year 10 Year, acco- Aing 10 
the Variety of Mens Judgments and Tempers, or their 
perſonal Prejudices, or private Ends ; for when a Pariſh 
is divided into Parties (on what Account ſoever it be) 
it 15 oftentimes ſeen, that Reſentment, Self-Intereſt, 
or Punfilios of Honour, will carry ſome People, if they 
can get a Majority, to undo whatever their Antagoniſts 
had done, tho" in itſelf never ſo right, and to turn every 
thing upſide down, By which means many Workhoules 
have undergone great Shocks, and ſome have been ruined, 
or made a private Property to particular Tradeſmen. 

III. THAT the Truſtees in every Pariſh, jointly with 
the Pariſh-Offcers, be inveſted with the ſole Power of 
managing their reſpective Workhouſes ; and that they be 
obliged often to mect under certain Farfeitures, and in 
the mean time, to appoint Committees and Perſons, to in- 
ſpect ail Accounts and Provijions, to examine into the 
Behaviour of their Officers and Servants, and to receive 
aud hear all Complaints of the Poor. 

IV. THAT all Sums of Money collected by any Church- 
warden or Qver jeers for the Uje of the Poor in any Pariſh,

71 | to Account before the Truſtees, and paid into the Hands 
1 | of a Treaſurer, to be choſen Yearly by the major Part of

ſent of the Truſtees : And that all Perſons ſteking Relief 
of any Pariſh, be obliged to come into the Workhouſe, if the 
Truſtees ſo require, under the Penalty of having no Relief; 
and that every poor Perſon in a Workhouſe, being in Health, 
ſhall be kept to ſuch Buſineſs or Labour, as they can well 
do, according to their ſeveral Abilities, at the Diſcretion 
and Direction of the Truſtees, 
V. THAT the Truſtees of every Workhouſe have, 
frem time to time, a Power of oppointing a Maſter, School- 
maſter, and ſuch other Officers or Servants, as ſhall be 
thought needful in, and about ihe Ordering, Care, and 
Management af the Poor, with proper Salaries and Allows 
ances : and that they have Power, from time to time, to 
remove or diſplace any Maſter, Officer, or Servant, belong- 
ing thereunto : and that any Perſon ſo removed, ſhall not 
be reſtored, but by an Order of the Juſtices of the Peace, 
at their Quarler-Seſſions. Tie Reason of ſubmitting the 
Cauſe of a final Removal to the Juſtices is this, that as 
the orderly Management and Welfare of Workbouſes de- 
pend, in great meaſure, upin the Integrity, Diligence, Pru- 
dence, and Capacity of inferior Officers, eſpecially of the 
Maſter; /o it is a great Pity that any, who are well qualified

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Hnal Pique or Humour, or for no other Reaſon, than becauſe 
another Perſon can make a better Intereſt among the 
Traitces, and wants the ovalary belonging to the Place, 


alebo he have no better 4 Qualification for it than that of 


being a Par:ſhiener, and perhaps likely zo be chargeable to 
the Pariſh , whereas, if his Poverty have been owing ts 
bis own Vices, or bad Ozconomy, he is the worſt Perſon that 
can be for ſuch a Nut. | 

VI. THAT the Truſtees have Power given them by 
Law, to reform any Abuſes, or Diſorders that fhall hap- 
pen thro the Miſbehaviour of ſuch Poor Perſons within 
their refpetiive Workhouſes, as ſhall not conform to ſuch 
Rules and Ordinances, made, and to be made, as afore- 
aid, (reſerving ta the Juſtices of the Peace, the powwer of in- 
flicking all Corporal Puniſbment, and Correction upon grown 
Perſons). For as great Part of the Poor, who come into 
Workhouſes, are of very low Condition, and no Education, 
clamorous and diſcontented, and have followed an idle and 
Looſe, if not wicked Courſe of Life; it is impoſſible to 
keep them in tolerable Order, without a ſtridt Diſcipline, 
and a ſufficient Authority to puniſh them for their Vices, 
abuſive Language, ſpoiling and embezzling the Goods belong- 
ing to the Workbouſe, and ſuch like diſorderly Behaviour. 

7 HIS End is in ſome meaſure anſwered, where a 


Juſtice of Peace is at all Times willing to give his Ai 


ance ; but in many Places there is uo Juſtice of the Peace, 
unleſs at a great Di fauce; fo that Pariſh-Officers chufe 
rather to let Offendcrs go unpuniſbed, to the Detriment of 
the Workhoule, than be af the Expence and Trouble of 
carrying them before a Magiſtrate : Which makes it ne- 
ceſſary, that Authority be always near at hand to inflitt 
proper Puniſhment. Beſides, there are many Offences pe- 
culiar to the Conflitution of Workhouſes, the Poor ꝛoberein

Vil. THAT all Friendleſs Orphans, and other 
Children of the Poor, who by Law become chargeable to 
any Pariſh, be ſent into the Workhouſe, and be therein 


' religiou/ly and carefully educated, and be taught and ac- 
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| 1 
cuſtomed to work and labour, as their Strength and fes. 
ral Capacities will bear, in thoſe Employments or Manu- 
factures that are of greateſt Benefit to the Publick ; that 
the Girls 'be there qualified for the meaneſt Services, by 
being uſed to arefſing Victuals, Brewing, Baking, Waſh- 
ing, and the like ; and that all Children be kept and de- 
tained in every Workhouſe, and thus emplayed till the 
Girls are 12, and the Boys 13 Tears of Age, when the 
Truſtees ſhould have Power to put them out Apprentices, 
or Servants to any honeſt, ſober Perſons, for any number 
of Years ; provided ſuch Children e not bound for any 
longer Term, than until a Boy attain the Age of 22 Tears, 
and à Girl the Age of 20, or the Time of her Marriage. 
For the ſbortning of the Term of Apprenticeſhips and 
Services, for poor Children, from what it is at preſent 
by Law, may be a proper Encouragement to ſuch among 
them, who have been faithful and diligent in Workhouſes, 
io continue ſo afterwards, and prevent any Temptation 
to run away from their Maſters or Miſtreſſes, ſince they 
are ſo ſoon to be in a Condition of earning ſomewhat for 
themſelves. Beſides, the very Reaſon for long Appren- 
ticeſhips and Services ceaſes, when Children have had a 
good Education in a Workhouſe, ⁊cbere they ꝛwill ſoon be 
able to get enough to keep them. 2 

THIS will likewiſe eſfectually cure a very bad Prac- 
zice in Pariſh-Officers, 20%, to ſave Expence, are apt to 
ruin Children, by putting them out as early as they can, 
to any ſorry Maſters that will take them, without any 
Concern for their Education or Vi'elfare, on account of the 
little Money that is given with them. —[However, there 
will be this one good Effect from Workhouſes thus regu- 
lated, that the next Generation of Perſons in lower Life 
will be made better, and the Children of the Poor, infleat 
of being bred up in Irreligion and Vice, to an idle, beg- 
garly, and vagabond Life, will have the Fear of God bee 
fore their Eyes, get Habits of Virtue, be inured to Labour, 
and thus become uſeſul to their Country. | 

VIII. THAT one or more Workhouſes be erected in 
every County, reſpe? being had to the Proportion and 
Bigneſs of each County, for the Reception, Relief, and 

Employ- 
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Employment of all ſuch poor Perſons, as are from time 


to time found in any County, who have, or pretend to 


have no Place of legal Settlement, or that ſuch Place of 
Settlement fs not within the ſame County; who lead an 
idle, vagrant, and beggarly Life ; who have come out of 
other Counties to Harveſt, or in queſt of Work, but 
ran get none, or bave been diſabled by Sickneſs, or other 
Cajualty ; who have been caſt away, or are in real Diſ- 
treſi, of any kind.—That the Exprince of erefting and 
maintaining ſuch Workhoules, be defrayed by a general 
Attefiment thro' each County; and that the Ordering and 
Management of them be intruſted with the Juſtices of the 
Peace at their general Quarter- Seſſions; or with ſuch 
other Perſons as the Legi/lature ſhall approve. That all 
Perſons ſent to the ſaid Workhouſes, be therein main- 
tained and employed, till they are in a Condition to get 
their own Livelihood ; and be not at any time diſcharged, 
but by an Order under the Hand and Seal of two or more 
Juſtices of the Peace. | 

SUCH Workhouſes ſeem to be the moſt likely 
Means to prevent or remove the Miſchiefs ariſing from 
Numbers of unemployed Poor ; as alſo the Villanies 
that are committed by idle, beggarly Vagrants: All 
Per jons capable of working, would be uſefully employed; 


 frrolling Children would be bred up to Buſineſs and La- 


bour : and all real Objects of Charity, would be at all 
Times ſure of Relief; for want of which they often pe- 
Tiſh, being toſsd from Pariſh to Pariſh, and loth to aſk 
it out of Modeſty, or for fear of hard Uſage from Offi- 

cers, or being ſent to the Houſe of Correction. No ons © 
certainly can grudge to pay his Quota to ſuch an Aſſoſſ- 
ment, /ince the Expence would be thus laid equally on all 
Counties; and great Sums of Money would be ſaved, 
wohich are now ſquander'd away in expenſive Law-ſuits 
about Parochial Settlements, or in paſ/ing People to thoſe 
Settlements, if at a Diſtance: And probably, there are 
few, who do not give as much every Jear as their Quota 
will amount lo, in Charity to thoſe Beggars that are really 
neceſſitous, or to get rid of the Importunity of clamorous

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BESIDES, when ſuch Workhouſes ars open'd, it 
ewould be. reaſonable to oblige all Conſtables, or other 
Officers, (whoſe Bufineſs it is by Law) under ſevere Pe- 
nalties, to ſearch into all Publick Houſes, and Lodging 
Houſes, and to compel all Vagabonds and Vagrants, and 
other idle Perſons, who have no viſible means of Living, 
and who do not betake themſelves to ſome lawful Employ» 
ment, and all, and every Perſon or Perſons, who ſhall be 
found within their reſpective Pariſhes begging or ſeeking 
Relief, and ds not belong thereto, to go and dwell in the 
County Workhouſes, where they may be obliged to do all 
ſuch manner of Work, as the Truſtees or Maſter of ſuch 
Workhouſe /hall judge them able to perform. But fill 
ſuch Workhouſes are erected or opened, or afterwards, 
if it be thought proper, every Pariſh where there is 2 

Workhouſe, may be obliged by an Order from any Juſtice 
of the Peace to receive, maintain, and employ ſo many 
of the Poor abovementioned, as they can conveniently, at 
a certain Rate or Price, to be fixed by the Juſtices at their 
general Quarter S:fſioms, and to be allowed out of the 
County Stock, 720 the Truſtees of every ſuch Workhouſe. 
And further, that Officers may net be negligent in their 
Duty of carrying ſuch Perſons as are abovementioned to 
Workhouſes, it may be proper to allow them ſo much a 
Mie travelling Charges, to be paid out of the County Stock. 
MANY more ufeful Hints might here be ſuggeſted to 
tie Pubiick, but the Act for erecting a Workhoule in the 
City of Canterbury, may ſerve as a very good Model 
whereby to regulate Workhouſes in general : However 
- this Preface cannot end with a better Obſervation, than 
what the {ord Chief Fuſtice Hale * made many Years 
ago.

And which is yet worſe, poor Fami- 
lies, which daily multiply in the Kingdom, for want of 
a due Order for their Employment in an honeſt Courſe 
of. Life, unavoidably bring up their Children, either in 
a Trade of Begging or Stealing, or ſuch other idle 
Courſe, which again they propagate over 10 their Chil- 
dren: and ſo there is @ ſucceſſive Multiplication of 
hurtful, or at leaſt unprofitable People, neither capable 
of Diſcipline, nor benefictal Employment. 

« We have very ſevere Laws againſt Theft, poſſibly 
more ſevere than moſt other Nations, yea, and than 
the Offence in itſclf ſimply con/ider'd deſerves. But it 
is moſt apparent that the Law is fruſtrated of its De- 
ien therein: for altho' more ſuffer at one Seſſion at

O ON aftcr the Reſleration, in the 
13th and 14th. Years of the Reign 
of King Charles Il. An Act of Par- 
lament paſt entituled, An Ar for the 
be ter Belief of the Poo2 of this Bing⸗ 
dom; wherein, among other t hings, 
Pries was made for forming one or more Corpora- 
tions, in the Cities of Lojiacn and Weſtminjicr, And 
for ÞErecting and Governing ſuch Work-Houle, or 
Work-Houſes, as ſhould be Frected for emp'oying 
rhe Poor of thoſe Cities, according to the Intent and 
Meaning of the ſaid Act. 

TnE Calamities of the Plague, and Burning of the 
City of London, &c. delay'd the good Effects "of this 
AR, till after the peace of Ryſcwick, when, 1 in the Year 
1698, Apri! the 4th, in order to put the aid Act in 


Execution, a Corporation was formed, conſitting of the 
Lord 


„ 

Lord Mayor for the Time being, as Preſident, the Al- 
dermen for the Time being, together with fifty-two 
Citizens, choſen by the Common; council, to be Aſſiſſ- 
ſtants; and the ſaid Preſident and Aſſiſtants elected a 
Deputy-Preſident, and Treaſurer, as the ſaid Act directs. 
And for laying a Foundation of ſo good a Work, a Sup- 
ply was granted in December following, by an Act of 
the Common- Council. 

IN Auguſt 1699, the Corporation took a Houſe in 
Biſhopſgate-ſtrect, and were at great Charges in Building 
and fitting up the ſame for a Work-houſe; into which 
they received from the Church-Wardens ſuch Children 
as were a Charge to the ſeveral Pariſhes, they paying a 
Weekly Allowance toward their Maintenance. 

In November 1700, they began to receive, on the 
Keeper's Side, Vagabonds and ſturdy Beggars; and thus 
they proceeded, by degrees; it being impracticable to 
execute all Parts of the Act at once. 

Taz Corporation, according to the Title of the 
Act, began with the Relief of the Poor, and taking in 
Children, whoſe Neceſſities People are commonly moſt 
apt to pity ; the good Fruit that was likely to be pro- 
duced from the Education of ſuch Children, and bring- 
ing them up to Labour, rais'd up many Benefactors; 
and in October 1701, the Corporation admitted Children 
upon the following Terms; every Benefactor that con- 
tributed 257, was allowed to recommend a Child; and in 

a ſhort time after the ſetting up this Work-Houſe, the 
Gm was regulated and adapted to the ſeveral gocd 


Ends and Purpoſes of the Act of Parliament. 


Tuls Management was approved by the Common- 
Council, and a ſecond Supply granted in 1702; and 
the ſeveral Orders touching the Matters aforeſaid were 
confirmed, and made By -Laws. But afterwards in No- 
vember 1708, it was ordered, that no Child, altho' 
born within the city of London, and Liberties thereof, 
ſhould be received from any Benefacor, giving a lets 
Sum than zo/. yet, that the Charity might not be too 
ſtrictly confined, it was further ordered, that any Bene- 
factor giving 70l. might put in a Child from what place

Tag Houſe is divided into two Parts, one call'd 
the Steward's Side; and the other, the Keeper's Side: 
In the Stezward's Side, poor Children are taken in from 
Benefactors, giving 50 or 727. as beforementioned ; On 
this Side are alſo taken in ſuch Children, as are a 
Charge to the ſeveral Pariſhes of this City and Liber- 


ties to which they belong, and all of them religivuſly 


educated, according to the Church of England, and 
employed in ſpinning Wool, or Flax, or elſe in Sew- 
ing or Knitting. They are dieted and cloathed, and 
duly taken Care of in Sickneſs by two Phyſicians, a a 
Surgeon, and an Apothecary ; they are alſo taught to 
read, write, and caſt Accompts; Whereby they are qua- 
lify'd for ſervices, and honeſt Ways of Livelihood. 

In the other Part, call'd the Keeper's Side, Vaga- 
bonds, Beggars, Pilferers, lewd, idle, and diſorderly 
Perſons, committed by two of the Governors, have 
ſuch Relief as is proper for them; and are employed 
in beating Hemp for Twine-Spinners, Hemp-Dreſ- 
ſers, Linnen- Weavers, Shoemakers, and other Trades; 
as alſo waſhing Liunen for the Children on the Ste- 
ward's Side. 

ons Weekly Allowances, which were formerly 

„ Shillings and Six-pence a Week for each Child, 
_ in by the reſpective Pariſhes within the Liberties 
of the City of London, were afterwards reduced to 
Too Shillings, and are now Eighteen-pence a Week, for 
maintaining and teaching every Child put in by any 
Church - warden of the Pariſhes aforeſaid ; and tis hoped 
in time, by the Acceſhon of KenefaGions: the Charge 
may be reduced much more. 

AND though the AQ of Parliament for ſupporting this 
Houſe, requires the Common-Council of the City of 
London, upon a Certificate from the Corporation, of 
their Want of a Supply, to levy the fame on the Citi- 
zens from time to time, not exceeding one Year's Rate 


for the Relief of the Poor; yet ſince 1713, there 


has been only half a Tax Jevied, amounting to 2300, 
or 2490 pounds, which was wholly laid out in building 
the Priſon- part, the Chapel, and other Accommodations 
for the Houle. 5M THz 
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THE Work-houſe (excluſive of the Chapel and 
Priſon-part) contains above 200 feet in length, has 
three Rooms one over another, about 150 feet in 
length; the loweſt of which is the Work-Room for 
Boys, the ſecond for Girls, and the third Room has 
two Wards for lodging the Boys. The Girls ward 1s 


over the Chapel, which ſeparates the Work-Houſe 


from the Priſon- ſide. 

THERE are now 129 Children, taught, cloathed, and 
maintained in this Houſe: The Work they are 
employed in, is ſpinning of Jerſey ; but conſidering that 
20 or 30 Boys are conſtantly attending by turns, in 
the Reading and Writing Schools, about two Hours 
every Day, Sundays excepted, what they earn being 
about Two pence a Day each Child, does not more than 
pay the Charge of the Maſter of the Childrens Work, 
the Under-teachers, the Wheels, and Waſte they make. 
Of the Girls, there are ten by Turns kept at the Read- 
ing and Sewing School, for making up and mend- 
ing the Linnen for the Boys and themſelves; and 
about the ſame Number are allo by Turns employed in 
Knitting and footing the Childrens Stockings : For this 
Reaſon about 80 Wheels ſerve for both Boys and Girls. 

Note. Theſe wheels are bought in Od-Bedlam, tor 
Sixtecnepence a-piece; and eight Reels bought there at 
the ſame Price, ſerve the Houle.

T* Pariſh has 3 Diviſions, one called the 
London Liberty, being within the Liberty of 

London, the other 2 in the county of Mid- 
aleſex; and the Poor's Rates in each of theſe Diſtricts, 
are collected and applied by diftint Officers Annually 


appointed at Eafter : In all of them the Poor are very 


numerous, and of late Years very much eucreafing, to- 


gether with the Taxes for their Relief; but the Offi- 
B 3 cers 
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cers of the London Liberty obſerving the Succeſs of ſome 
of their Neighbours, where Work-houſes had been 
erected for receiving the Poor into one Family, reſolved 
to make the Experiment, and gave publick Notice to 
their Inhabitants, to meet, in order to regulate the 
Steps for Erecting a Work-houſe; whereat ſeveral 
Propoſals having been made by ſome active Gentlemen, 
they readily agreed to ſet ſuch a Deſign on foot, and 
appointed a Committee of ſixteen Perſons to meet 
Monthly, of which five to be a Quorum, and the Church- 
Warden, or one of the Overſeers of the Poor for the 
time being, always to be one of the Number, to inſpect 
the Management of the Work-houſe for the Year en- 
ſuing, but ſo as not to exclude any Gentleman of the 
Pariſh that pays to Church and Poor, to affift at rhat 
Committee as ofren as he thinks fit. Theſe Gentlemen 
are properly the DireQtors of the Work-houſe, and 
are impowered to make any Alrerations m its Manage- 

ment as they ſhall ſee cauſe from time to time. 

Tukx firſt hired a Houſe joining to their Church- 
yard, in $hge-Lane, near the Church, and having fitted 
it up, it was opened for receiving all the Poor of their 
diviſion in June 1727. The Expence of this Begin- 
ning was defrayed by an extraordinary Rate of a Year's 
Tax to the Poor, and has fo far ſucceeded, that the 
Gentlemen who have the Care of it, having no private 
Views to ſerve, and being heartily united to baniſh 
Beggary and Idleneſs out of their Diſtrict, have the 
Pleaſure of ſeeing it ſo proſperous under their Ma- 
nagement, as to hope in time to make a conſiderable 
Reduction of the Poor's Tax, which at preſent is abated 
about one fourth part of 1coo!. per annum. 

THEY then took Care to find out a faithful Inſpector, 
to whom the immediate Government of the Houſe 
ſhould be committed, and two or three of the Oyer- 
ſeers ſeldom fail in their Turns, twice a Week, to viſit 
it, to redreſs all Difficulties that may occur to the 
Maſter, or reaſonable Complaints on the ſide of the 
Poor uncer his Care. |

and Matron, every one of which have ſuch Eufineſs 

aſſigned to them by the Maſter, as they are moſt capable 
of, whoſe preſent Allotments are as follow, viz.

X. Trar the Maſter and Miſtreſs be under all 
ſuch Reſtriftions as ſhall be thought neceſſary to be 
made by the Truſtees, or the major Part of them 
for the Time being, relating to the Poor and Work- 
Houſe. And the Maſter and Miſtreſs be ſubject, if 
required by the ſaid Officers, or the major Part of 
them, to make an Affidavit before a Juſtice of the 
Peace, that there hath been no Waſte or Embezzle- 
ment. made by them, nor by any other Perſon or 
Perſons, with their Knowledge or Conſent, of any of 
the Stores or Proviſions committed to their Charge: 
And in Caſe the Maſter or Miſtreſs ſhall not be 
thought capable of the Truſt, that then it ſhall be 
in the Power of the ſaid Officers and Truſtees, or 
the major Part of them, upon Notice given to each

ſignifying to each Perſon the Occaſion of Meeting, 
to remove the ſaid Maſter and Miſtreſs, either by 
giving a Month's Warning to go out, or otherwiſe 
to diſcharge them immediately, and give them a.

St. Giles's in the Fields.

HIS Parith and St. Geozge Bloomſbury, being 
lately one Pariſh, the Act of Parliament for di- 
viding of them, has made Proviſion, that the Poer, 
receiving Alms of each Pariſh, ſhall continue on the 
ſame foot as they were before their Diviſion; accor- 


dingly the Churchwardens and Overſeers of the Poor 
| in 
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in each pariſh, act in Concert, and contribute in pro- 
portion as they formerly did, towards the Support of 
a large Work houſe erected 1725, near Broad St. Giles's, 
with Accommodations for lodging, dieting, and em- 
ploying ſeveral Hundreds of both Sexes of the Poor. 

Taz rich Inhabitants of both Pariſhes were ſo well 
dipoſed to encourage a Defign for employing and re- 
Heving their numerous Poor, that they contributed 
ſo many Benefactions towards it, as enabled the 
Churchwardens and Overſeers of the Poor to buy 
and repair this Houſe, and the Ground adjoining, which 

now ſer ves for a Burying- place, without any new Tax 
on the Pariſh. | 

Tukkk are now generally maintained in it upwards 
of 260 in the Summer time, and above 300 in the Win- 
ter time, and the Poor's Tax is reduced about a fourth 
part of what it was before the Erection of this 
Houſe. 

ThE Management of it is fo wiſely regulated by the 
Aſſiſt ance of ſome active Juſtices of the Peace in both 
Parifhes, as to deſerve a particular Notice to be taken 
of it, for the Imitation of other Places under the like 
Circumſtances. 

July 12, 1726. The Gentlemen of the Veſtry then 


preſent, agreed upon the following REGULATIONS to 


be obſer ved for the better Government of the Work- 
houſe before the diviſion of the pariſh, viz. 


THAT no Poor be admitted or received into the 
Work- houſe but by order of the Veſtry, or of the 
Juſtices at the Court-houſe, or at leaſt, by order un- 
der the hand of one Juſtice; and if any perſons offer 
themſelves, or are ſent by any others, they are not to 


be taken in; unleſs ſo ill, as they muſt probably 


periſh if refuſed, or Women ready to fall into La- 
bour. And if any Poor are ſent by one Juſtice only, 
the Governor may refuſe them, if he has any Suf- 
picioh of Fraud or Abuſe, until he has an Opportunity 
of giving the Juſtice his Reaſons for ſo doing, and tak» 


ing his further Directions thereon,

Tar, ſeparate Wards be alſo aſſigned for the 
Foul-diſeaſe, Small-pox, Malignant Fevers, and all 
other infectious Diſtempers ; and that Care be taken 
to remove all who are fo afflited in due Time —— 
for preferving others from Infection. 

THAT it be recommended to the Governor, to diſ- 
tinguiſh thoſe who have been antient Houſekeepers, 


and iived well, and are reduced by Misfortunes, from 


the other Poor, who are become fo by Vice or Idle- 
neſs, as far as may be without Inconvenience, and in 
ſuch manner, with reſpect to their Lodging, Cloath- 
ing, Diet, or otherwiſe, as he ſhall think fir. 

Tur two Shirts or Shifts be allowed to each Per- 
ſon, and to have clean once a Week. 

THaT theſe Shirts and Shifts be marked with the 
firſt Letters of their Name, and with the Mark or 
Number of each Ward. 

Tuar all other Linnen belonging to the Work- 
houſe, or Poor therein, which ſhall be made or bought 
at the Charge of the Pariſh, be marked before it ſhall 
be uſed, with the letters §.

Trar an exact Account be kept in a Book to be 


provided for that purpoſe, of all Houſhold Goods, 


Cloaths, and Linnen, belonging to the Work-houſe, 
to be added and altered as new Effects are brought 


in, or old ones ſold, or worn out. And a particular 


Mark (as S. G. or the like) to be fixed to ſuch of 


them, ſo that they may not be taken away or em- 
bezzled; and that an Account be kept therein of all 


Goods or Cloaths, Sc. delivered to the poor, whether 


ſick or well, and when recovered, dead, or that they 
go out, to be returned to the proper Officers, by them 
to be laid up in the proper Places. But, if any go, 


or are turned out, of the Work-houſe, and 'tis thought 


fit to allow them any Cloaths, that is, other Cloaths 


than thoſe they wore while in the Work-houſe, that

It any Gentlemen, or other Inhabitants of this Pa- 
riſh; difapprove of any of theſe Regulations, or have 
any others to propoſe, they are deſired to ſend them,

Work houſe, or to the Governor, in order to be 


laid before the Veſtry at their next Meeting there; 
where due Regard ſhall be had to them; and fuch as 
ſhall be approved of, ſhall be added to theſe already 
agreed upon.

Rules and Orders to be Obſerved by the

Houſe without Leave ; nor any Strangers (except Gen- 


tlemen or Ladies, who may come to ſee the Work- 
houſe) be allowed to come into any of the Wards, 
Dining, or Working Rooms, or further than the Par 
lour where the Clock ſtands, without Leave from the 
Governor or chief Officer upon the Place. And if any 
deſire to fee or ſpeak with any of the Poor, though their

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neareſt Relations, the Door-keeper is not to call them 
without Leave: And if the Door-keeper ſhall ſuſ- 
pet any of the Poor, or any other who come to them, 
of bringing in any ſtrong Waters, or carrying out any 
Cloaths, Victuals, Linnen, or other Things belonging to 
the Work-houſe, or to any of the Poor therein, he is 


to ſtop them, and give immediate Notice to the Go- 


vernor, or Chief Officer then on the Place, to- the 
end that due Enquiry, and Search, if neceſſary, may 
be forthwith made. 

TaHaT, whereas the Gate leading out of Shor!'s 
Gardens into the Burying-ground, adjoyning to this

Tnar if any of the Poor ſhall be found bringing 


into the Houſe, or drinking therein, any Geneva, or 
other diſtilled Liquors, he or ſhe ſhall, for the firſt 
Offence, be ſent to the Dark- room, and be kept 
therein upon Bread and Water for one Day; and for 
the ſecond Offence, be expelled the Houſe. And, if 
any Perſon in the Houſe, ſhall diſcover any other Per- 
ſon who ſhall be guilty of ſuch Offence, ſuch Perſon 
ſhall receive Sixpence, as a Reward for ſuch Diſcovery 
to be paid by the Governor. And if any Perſon ſhal 
know of any of the Offences aforeſaid, and doth nor 
diſcover the ſame, ſuch Perſon ſhall be puniſhed in 
the ſame Manner, as if he or ſhe had commirted the

this Work-houſe, or to any other Perſon therein, 
with Intent to ſteal or imbezzle the ſame, ſuch Perſon 


ſhall be ſent to Bridewell or Newgate, according to 
the Nature of the Offence, and be proſecuted with 
the utmoſt Severity. 

Trar whereas Complaint has been made of ſome 
Perſons, whoare very clamorous, and make great Diſtur- 
bances, not only in the Day-time, but even at Night, 
when they are in Bed, to the great Diſquiet of the 
People who lie in thoſe Wards, and particularly of 
the Sick: It is ordered, That ſuch Perſons, ſo offending, 
mall be ſent to the Dark- Room, or elſe be debarred 
from their Meals, at the Diſcretion of the Governor, 


or the Veſtry: And that if any Perſon ſhall be heard 


to curſe or ſwear, they ſhall for the firſt Offence be 
debarred from their next Meal, and ſtand on a Stool 


at one Corner of the Working-Room, for ſo long 


Time as the Governor fhall think fit ; for the ſecond 
Offence be complained of to a Magiſtrate ; and for 
the third, be expelled the Houſe. 

THAT none of the Poor in this Work-houſe do 
ſtiike, abuſe, or give ill Language to one another, or 


ipoil or dawb their Cloaths; but the Party abuſed 


may complain to the Governor, who is to ſee Juſtice 
done, or lay the Complaint before the Veſtry. 

THAT from Candlemas to All Saints Day there be 
but three Fires allowed in the Houſe, viz. in the Kit- 
chin, the Laundry, and the Waſh-houle, except ſome- 
times in the Nurſery, and in the Infirmaries, as the Ne- 
ceſſities of the Sick may occaſionally require. And that 
from All.Saints-Day to Candlemas, there be ſo many 
Fires allowed in the Wards, as are neceſſary for the 
Comfort of the Sick, the Lame, and the Aged, beſides 
the Fires in the Kitchin, the Laundry, the Waſh-houſe, 
and the Hall. And that the Allowance of Coals for 
each of the Fires laſt mentioded be a Peck per Day, 
and not to execed, except in very hard froſty Weather: 
And that theſe Allowances be daily meaſured out to 
the Nurſes, or other proper Perſons, by the Servant 


who attends in the Kitchin.

Tuar the Governor do take Care, that none of 


the Poor be ſuffered to fit up after nine in Summer, 
and eight in Winter, except the Nurſes attending the 


Sick: And that the Fires and Candles be our, and the 


Servants, and all the Family, in Bed by nine. And 

that no Perſons preſume to ſmoak Tobaceo in their Beds, 
or after the Hours appointed for their going to Bed. 

THrar the Nurſes take Care to ſearch all the Beds for 


Fleas, Buggs, and other Vermin, once a Week, or oft- 


ner if occaſion; and to have all their Beds made, and 
to ſweep and clean their reſpective Wards, every Mor- 
ning between the Hours of eight and ten; that every 
Ward be waſhed once a Week, of oftner, as Need 
ſhall require ; and the Windows be kept open in all, 
except the Sick Wards, every Day during Dinner, to 
air the Rooms, except in very rainy Weather. 

Tuar the Cook and her Aſifants ſhall waſh the 
Kitchin, the Dining-Room, and all the Paſſages and 
Stair-Caſes on that Side of the Houſe, twice every 
Week; And that the Waſhers ſhall do the like to 
the Houſe-of-Office, the Yard, and the other Side of 
the Houſe, and take Care that the Great Hall be kept 
clean; and that the Matron ſee that this is done. 

THarT all the Poor who are in Health, go to 
Church, or to ſome other Place of religious Wor- 
ſhip, every Sunday, Morning and Afternoon, and re- 
turn in due Time, on Pain of loſing their Sunday 
Nights Supper, or Monday Dinner, at the Choice of 
the Governor. And for the ſecond Offence, if within 
ſix Months after the firſt, to be confined to the Houſe 
for three Months, without Leave to ſtir out on any 
Pretence whatſoever. And for the third Offence, if 
within a Year after the firſt, to be expelled the Houle. 


And if any of the Poor, inſtead of going to Church, 


ſhall take that Opportunity to get drunk, or to beg, 
they ſhall be expelled the Houſe, be ſent to Bridewell, 
or otherwiſe puniſhed according to the Nature of the 

Offence. 
Thar Prayers be read in the Houſe twice a Week, 
diz. every HYedneſday and Friday, at eight in the Mor- 
D 2 ning; 
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ning; and that ail who are able, ſhalt give their At- 


tendance, or loſe one of their Meals. 

THAT there be a School in the Houſe, where all 
Children above three Years of Age, ſhall be kept till 
they ſhall be five Year's old, and then ſet to Spinning, 
Knitting, or to ſuch other Work as ſhall be thought 
moſt proper for the Benefit of the Pariſh ; And that 
the Maſter or Miſtreſs, who ſhall teach them to Work, 
or ſome other proper Perſon, ſhall likewiſe inſtru& 
each of them in Reading, twice a Day, half an Hour 
each Time, till they are nine Years of Age; and 
then that the ſaid Maſter or Miſtreſs, or other pro- 
per Perſon, do teach them to write and caſt Accompts 
two hours every Day, the better to qualify them for 
Apprentiſhips or Services. 

THAT. the Nurſes ſhall cauſe all the Children un- 
der their Care above three Years of Age, to be up, 
have their Hands and Faces waſhed, and their Heads 
combed with ſmall Toeth-Combs, every Morning, fo 
as to go to School by ſeven a Clock, or ſooner, in 
the Summer ; and by eight in the Winter : And 
that the other Children, who work as well as write 
and read, ſhall riſe by five in Summer, and ſeven in 
the Winter, and go to bed as abovementioned. 

THaT a Bell be rung at five every Morning, to 
call the Family up ; and all ſych People as are able, 
and are employed in any Labour or Service in the 
Family, ſhall repair to the Places appomted for them 
to do their Work in, by fix in the Morning in Sum- 
mer, and by eight or ſooner in the Winter, ſo as their 
Work or Service may be inſpected by the Maſter or 
Miſtreſs appointed for that Purpoſe ; And that who- 
ever ſhall neglect to repair to their proper Places, as 
above-mentioned, or being there, ſhall loiter, or be 
idle, or ſpoil their Work, after due inſtruction given, 


- ſhall, for the firſt Offonce, loſe their next Meal; for 


the ſecond, the whole Victuals for that Day; and it 
they prove incorrigible, then they ſhall be expelle!

Tur when any Perſon dies in the Houſe, the 
Nurſe attending that Ward ſhall immediately go for 
a Coffin and Shroud, and the dead Perſon ſhall be 
waſhed and laid in the Coffin; and then the Nurſe, with 
proper Aſſiſtance, ſhall forthwith bring the Corpſe 
down to the Room appointed for that purpoſe : And 
in Caſe ſhe negle& to do this, fhe ſhall be puniſhed 
at the Diſcretion of the Governor. 

That the Nurſes, at the Death of any Perſon in 
their reſpective Wards, ſhall deliver up to the Matrpn 
all the Cloaths, Money, and Goods belonging to fuch

That the Cloaths of Perſons dying in the Houſe 
ſhall (being firſt waſhed or clezned) be brought into 
the Store-room; and ſuch of them as are not much 
worn, ſhall be lodged there till wanted ; bur ſuch as 
are very old, ſhall either be mended up, or cut to 
Pieces to mend others. 

THAT whereas ſome flothful People, when deſired 
to do any Service in the Family, ſuch as Nurſing, 
Wiſhing, and the like, pretend Ailments, Oc. to ex- 
cufe themſelves; I is Ordered, That when any Per- 
ſon, being required to do any of theſe Offices, ſhall 
make an Excuſe of that Nature, the Surgeon or Phy- 
fician of the Houſe ſhall enquire into or inſpect their 
faid Ailments ; and if it fhall appear, upon his Re- 
part, that theſe Perſons made falſe Excuſes for them-

THarT for the Encouragement of all ſuch Poor as

HE Poor of this Pariſh were ſo numerous, and 

the Charge of ſupporting them being about 

8odl. per Aunum, two Honourable Perſons of the 

Town, in the year 1724, offered to build a commo- 

dious Houſe for lodging and dieting all thoſe Poor, 

rovided the Pariſh would conſent to diſpoſe of their 

Weekly Allowance, under ſuch a Management, as 

might, with the produce of their labour, wholly main- 
tain them. | 

Tuk Pariſhoners, at a Meeting of the Veſtry, tak- 

ing the fame into their Conſideration, thankfully ac- 


cepted the Offer, and ſubmitted the Direction of their 


Poor to ſuch Management, as the ſaid Honourable 
Gentlemen ſhould preſcribe. 

AccoRDINGLY a commodious Houſe was built 
near the Church, and opened Mid/ummer 1724, for all 


ſuch

ſuch Poor, as received weekly Penſions from the 
Pariſh, who, to the Number of go odd, accepted of 
8 it, to do ſuch Work as they were capa- 
ble of. | 

Tux at firſt began with picking Octam, for which 
the Funk was furniſhed to them out of the King's Yard 
at Deptford, and they were allowed 4 Shillngs per 
Hundred Weight for picking of it; while the Women 
and Children ſpun Jerſey; but after ſome Experience, 
both theſe Employs were changed for ſpinning Mop 
Yarn, which the Overſeers of the Houſe find more be- 
neficial, as well as more generally ſuited to the Capa- 
cities of the People in the Family. 

Tae Wool for making Mop Yarn is bought of 
Mr. Thomas Mackrill in Barnaby firset, near St. Tooly's- 
ſtreet in Southwark, who ſells it in large Packs, weighing 
about 242 Pound, at 31. 1os. per Pack, which at this 
Rate comes to about three Pence half-penny a Pound. 
Our of one Pack they generally make 200 or 220 
Mops, which are fold at 10s. a Dozen, mounted on 
Sticks, by which it is eaſie to compute the Gains; and 
from this Employment the Houſe gained laſt Year, 
ending April 1731, gol. 175. 8 d. having every Year 
encreaſed the Profit of their Labour ſince they fell into 
this Employment. The Royal Hoſpital laſt Year did 
take off their Hands 84 Dozen. 

BzsiDts Mops, they ſpun and knit laſt Year, 
all the Stockings worn in the Houſe, which was for- 
merly a very expenſive Article, and 68 Pair for the 
Grey-Coat School, an ancient Foundation in the Town: 
By which, and other frugal Management, the Over- 
ſeers have paid a Debt of 300 J. borrowed for the Ser- 
vice of the Houſe about 3 Years ago, and haye this 


Year lowered the Poor's Rate from 18d. to 12 d. in 
the Pound, 
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An Abſtract of the Rules for Managing 
the Workbouſe at Greenwich. 


THAT there be Annually choſen by the Veſtry, 
ſuch Gentlemen and others, as the Pariſh ſhall think 
moſt proper to inſpect the Affairs of the Houſe. 

Tahar the Maſter ſhall keep a Book, and Regiſter 
the Names of all the Poor that are maintained in 
the Houſe, and that no Monies be brought to an Ac- 
count but for ſuch as are ſo Regiſter'd ; and that a daily 
Account of the Expence of Proviſions be brought to 
a Weekly, and then to a Monthly Account, to be pe- 
ruſed in the Veſtry. | 

THrar all Cloaths and Apparel, Provifions, Sc. that 
ſhall be farniſhed for the Uſe of the Poor, ſhall be 
view'd by the Churchwardens and Overſeers, and by the 
Gentlemen of the Committee, or any three of them 
that ſhall be appointed to inſpect the Affairs of the 
Houfe, and that no Repairs be done to the ſaid Houfe, 
but what is actually approved of by the Committee. 

TraT no Money be allowed by the Overſeers to 
be paid to any Perſon, but by Order of his Majeſty's 
Tuſtices of the Peace, and the Gentlemen of the Com- 
mittee then ſitting, on a Day appointed Weekly for the 
Relief of the Poor, 

Thar no Perſon be admitted into the Houſe, but 
on the Committee-day, except on fome extraordinary 
Occaſion. 

Thar a Veſtry be holden in the Pariſh- Church the 
firſt Sunday in the Month, by the Gentlemen aforeſaid, 
and as many of the Pariſhioners as pleaſe to attend, 
to inſpect the Overſeers Accounts for the Month paſt; 


and likewiſe examine the Houſhold Expence of Pro- 


viſions received by the Maſter, and that a Voucher do 
appear for each Article then delivered. | 

Ia there be a Minute-Book kept, to enter all 
zuch Matters as ſhall happen in and out of the Houle, 
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in order to be laid before the Committee at the next 
Meeting. 

THar there be kept four Books (viz.) A Day-Book, 
a Weekly-Book, and a Monthly-Book, to enter Proviſions 
received into the Houſe, and a Book to enter all Tradeſ- 
men's Bulls, and Extraordinaries paid by the Overſeers, 
to be brought to Account Monthly. 

Taar ſuch Orders be ſet up in the Houſe as ſhall 
be appointed by his Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace, the 
Gentlemen of the Committee, Church-Wardens, and 
Overſeers of the Poor, for the better Regulation of 
the Houle. 

Tas Weekly Bill of Fare for this Houſe is much 
the ſame as in other Places.

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' A Leiter from Greenwich, concerning 


the Girls School of that Place. 


SIR, Greenwich, July 1731. 


N the Year 1700, ſeveral Charitable Ladies of this 
Town, join'd their Subſcriptions for ſetting up a 
School for Teaching and Cloathing 30 Girls. Some time 
after a Propoſal was made to the ſaid Gentlewomen, that 
if they pleaſed to allow the Charge that was uſually 
allow'd for Cloathing the Children, to be laid out in 
Materials for ſetting them to Work, the Miftreſs might 
teach the Children to make their own Cloaths; which 
would have this Advantage in it, that tho' nothing 
might be ſav'd in the Charge, yet the Children, by be- 
ing inur'd to Labour, would be better prepar'd for Ser- 
vices in the Families where they might afterwards be 
plac'd. A Tryal of this Propoſal for one Year was 
ſoon reſolv'd on, and the ſucceſs was ſuch, that it has 
been continu'd, with ſome Improvements, ever ſince. 
THE Gentlewomen, who are Truſtees, have a Trea- 


ſurer choſen among themſelves; and the Account of 


Expences of this School, is kept in ſo regular a Man- 
ner, as to be worthy the Imitation of other Schools. 

In 1716. The School was in ſuch Reputation, that 
the Truſtees were enabled, by a Collection at the Church- 
Doors, to augment the Children from 3o to 40. And the 
Collection has beeu yearly continued ever ſince for keep- 
ing up that Number: So that ſince the School was firſt 
ſet up, about 260 Children have gone out to Services 
in private Families; and no ſooner is there a Vacancy 
in the School, but Intereſt is made by Foor Parents to 
get another in; ſo pleas'd are they with the Manage- 
ment of it, tho' at firſt, they were much averſe to it. 

BE rORE an Account is given of the Method of Em- 
ploying them, it will undoubredly be acceptable to you, 
to be inform'd of ſome of the Methods us'd in Governing 

this 
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this School. The Truſtees for directing it, wiſely judg- 
ing that Shame might have a better Effect on the Minds 
of their own Sex, than Fear; have order'd the Miſtreſs 
to puniſh them rather with what may excite their Mo- 
deſty, than their Dread of corporal Puniſhment. In or- 
der to this, the Names of the Children are all enter'd on 
a Table, hung up in the School; againſt each Name 
there are ſeven Holes, with a Peg in the firſt of them. 
When a Child commits a Fault, the Peg is remov'd one 
Hole from her Name, and the is admonifh'd accordingly. 
Upon the ſecond Offence, the is led up to the Table; 
and, upon removing the Peg to another Hole from her 
Name, admoniſh'd again, with an Injunction to get a 
Pſalm, or a Piece of a Chapter by Heart, which the 
Child muſt take Care to do, or the Peg is carried on 
to a fourth or fifth Hole, by which ſhe is look'd upon 
as a high Criminal upon Record in the School, till ſome 
Atonement by Taſk, or otherwiſe, has prevail'd with 
the Miſtreſs to remove the Peg back again, and to wipe 
out all paſt Faults. 

Ir the Hearts of the Children are not melted by this 
Uſage, the Miſtreſs proceeds to greater Severity, by 
pinning a Rod upon the Child: But for high Crimes, 
ſuch as profaning God's Name, Lying, or Pilfering, they 
are dreſs'd up in a Fool's Coat, and made to fit in the 
middle of the School for an Hour or more, which they 
have in great Abhorrence. And if they have pilfer'd of 
any Perſon out of the School, they are made to go pub- 
lickly in that Dreſs, and ask Pardonof the Perſon offen- 
ded, which they do with great Reluctance; but this they 
rather do, than be turn'd out of the School, as they muſt 
be, if they don't comply with the Rules of it. 

Thus the Miſtreſs has ſeldom occaſion to proceed 
to ſeverer Puniſhments, and the Children acquire under 
this Diſcipline ſuch a Tenderneſs of giving Offence, as, 
through God's Grace, may remain with them ever af- 
ter; and where they have been put out, the Modeſty 
and Datifulneſs with which they ſerve, has very much 
recommended them,

Bxs1DE the Articles above-mentioned, ſo much blue 
Camlet is bought at 144. per Yard, as ſerves for making 
Riding Hoods for the Children's Uſe in wet Weather, 
which remain in the School till they are worn out ; 
- and ſeveral Materials, as Needles, Thread, Ferret, and 
other things, are allowed to the Girls for making and 
mending their Cloaths. And as for the Article of 
Wheels, about 3 Doz. have ſerv'd the School fince it 
was open'd, which are bought at 18d. a Piece for Wool, 
and 25. 6d, for T hread, in O/d Bedlam. 

Thus you fee the whole Charge of well Cloathing 
40 Girls, Annually comes to 47/. 14s. 08d. which is 
11, 3s. 10d. 2 for one Girl; in which Expence, if 
what is ſav'd by their Labour be not confiderable, yet 
the Advantage accruing to the Children, by the Share

IHE moſt experienc'd Spinners are put to ſpinning 
Linnen, that as little Waſte might be made as poſſible; 
and the Beginners are put to ſpin Moollen firſt, which 
neceſſarily occaſions ſome bad Work; this is laid by, and 
wove by itſelf, to be made up into Cloaths for the Chil- 
dren who are Beginners, till their Hands are come better 
ä | 
OvrT of the Children's Labour upon the Materials 
before mentioned, there is a Reſerve of fine ſtrip'd 
Woollen Stuff, which is apply'd to the following Uſe. 

THE Children, hen they go to Service, are allow'd to 
take their School-Cloaths with them; and if they behave 
themſelves well, at the End of the firſt ſix Months, there 
is given to them a ſtriped Gown and Petticoat, out of 
the reſerved Stock aforeſaid, and 20 Shillings. 

The Truſtees of this School, purpoſely avoid binding 
any of the Children out Apprentices, chooſing rather to 
place hem out to a Year's Service for 25 or 30 Shillings 
Ves; and it their Behaviour be ſuch as recommends 
thn, they are con inued in Service a Year longer, for 
whici they areallow'd 40 Shillings by the Families where 
tuey ſerve, and for a third Year 50 Shillings.

CT: 

Tasxy are never permitted to ſerve in Publick Houſes, 
and if they do, the Cloaths and Money uſually given 
when they go to other Services are nat allowed. 

Ir muſt be obſerv'd, that the better to qualify theſe 
Children for Houfewifery, the Miſtreſs makes Choice of 
two or three of them to waſh the School, waſh and 
mend Linnen ,fcour and waſh diſhes, and do ſuch other 
Buknels, as the School affords Scope for: and theſe Chil- 
dren, when their Hands are brought into that Sort of 
Work, are again reliev'd by two or three others, at the 
Diſcretion of the Miſtreſs. 

ABouT four years in this School, qualify the Children 
for Service; and if it happen that any of theſe Children, 
by che Death or Remoyal of their Maſter or Miſtreſs, 
ſhould be out of Place, they are allow'd to return to 
School, to aſſiſt in Spinning, and ſuch other Buſineſs 
as they are capable of, till they can be provided with 
another Service; and are allow'd out of the School 
Fund as their Labour deſerves. 

Bor tho? this Proviſion is made to keep them out of 
Idleneſs, there is ſo great a Call for Servants out of this 
School, that they ſeldom lie long upon Hand, eſpecially 
if the Children have diſtinguiſhed themſelves by their 
Behaviour, 

I have been the more particular in deſcribing the Ma- 
nagement of this School, becauſe the Ladies,who havethe 
Overſight of it, ſeem to hayecarry'd i it to the utmoſt Per- 
tection, ſo as to enable the Children to ſhift honeſtly by 
their own induſtry, if it thould be their Lot to be caſt 
into any Part of the Kingdom where they might be 
friendleſs. And waoever will take the trouble to viſit 
the School, will with Pleaſure ſee a Proof of what has 
been faid ; a Mittreſs governing with as little Severity 
as poſſible, and the Children applying themſelves ro 
learn all that is taught in the School, with the utmoſt 
Chearfulneſs; and the Employments aforeſaid not at all 
interfering with their learning to Read, Write, caſt Ac- 
compts in the-vulgar Method, and to fay the Church- 
Catechiſin, and attending the publick Prayers of tlie

HE Poor's Rate here being 184. in the Pound, 

and likely to increaſe, the Overfeers of the Poor 
reſolved to fall into ſome expedient for preventing ſuch 
Demands for the future, as had already occaſioned a 
conſiderable Debt on the Inhabitants. 

In order to this, they hired a large convenient old 
Houſe at Frognal near the Wet End of Hampſted Church, 
upon a long Leale, at 201. per Annum, and opened it 
Midſummer 1729, tor receiving all their Poor. 

THERE are now about 20 in Family, of which 8 
or 9 are Children, under the Care of a notable Wo- 
man Houſekeeper, who governs the Family, and ob- 
liges them to Cleanlineſs, eſpecially the Children, 
which -makes them appear quite other Creatures than 
when they were under the Care of their own Parents, 
who fancied Slovenlineſs recommended them to the 
Pity of thoſe that relieved them. 

ThE Poor, Old and Young, that are able, are em- 
ployed in ſpinning Mop-Yarn, and making it into 
Mops, which all the Inhabitants now buy of them; 
and tho' the Gain be inconſiderable, 'tis infinitely pre- 
ferable to Idleneſs and Beggary. | 

Tg Rent of the Workhouſe is not much more 
than was paid before for ſeveral Cottages, where the 
Poor lived miſerably, in Naſtineſs as well as Poverty, 
from the ill Habits they had been accuſtomed to, with 
an Allowance of 25. 6d. or 35s. 6d. per Week, and not- 
withſtanding all the Expence attending the beginning 

Oi 
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of this Method of bringing the Poor into one Family, 
the Overſeers have been enabled to diſcharge ſome 
part of a Debt on the Town, occaſioned by the De- 
mands of the Poor, and to reduce the Taxes from 184. 
to 104. in the Pound, and the Poor are better pro- 
vided for in all Reſpects, at the Charge of about 25. 
N Weekly, than when they were left to them- 
elves.

Ne large, plain, commodious Brick- Houſe is 
H built near the Co/d-Bath, for the Reception of 
all the Poor receiving Alms from this Pariſh ; it was 
opened May 1727, and has nov in it 8g Perſons lodged 
and wholly maintained. Thoſe that can work, are 
employed in ſpinning Mop-Yarn, and picking Ockam, 
The Children are taught to read and ſay their Cate- 
chiſm, beſide working at the Spinning-W heel, and 
obliged to keep themſelves clean, 

In 1729, an Infirmary was built at one End of the 
Workhouſe, upon a conſiderable Encouragement given 
by the Executors of Henry Hoare, Eſq; out of a Le- 
gacy of 2000/. left by him towards the Support of 
Charity-Schools and Workhouſes. 

In this Houſe, the Inſtitution of Work- houſes for 
Cleanlinzſs and good Order ſeems to be carried to a 
Perfection worthy the Imitation of other Places: The 
Tenderneſs of the Managers of it is ſo great towards 
the Perfons under their Care, that the Poor here en- 
Joy every thing they can reaſonably deſire, while they 
are content to be reſtrained from ſtrolling abroad, in 
Hunger and Nakedneſs; and by the Prudence of their 
Overſeers, are made mutually tubſervient to the Com- 
fort of cach other. 
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September 1731. 
HERE is another be in this Part, 


which deſerves to be taken Notice of, for the 


good Oeconomy and Cleanlineſs obſerved in it, called 
the QUAKER's WorKnovst. lt is an old Founda- 
tion, on a large Piece of Ground, left many Years ago, 
by a private Gentleman, to the County of Middleſex, 
for employing the Poor; but the Attempts for putting 
it to that Uſe generally miſcarried, by bringing the 
Managers into Debt, till about the year 1700, ſome 
charitable Quakers took a long leaſe of it, and fitted 
it up for the Reception of their decayed Friends and 
Orphans, where 56 Men, Women, and Children are 
now dicted and lodged, in great Order and Cleanlineſs, 
The elderly People who have lived well, and fallen to 
Decay, eat in an Apartment by themſelves, while the 
Children, who make the greateſt Part of the Family, 
are in another Apartment, obliged to great Silence; 
and theſe laſt are employed in ſpinning Mop-Yarn ; 
the Girls in making and mending the Linnen and 
Woollen Apparel of "the flouſe, and the Boys learn to 
read, write, aud caſt Accompts. 

Tas grown Perſons and Children are recommended 
to this Houſe from all Parts of the City and Country, 
and are admitted on the following Terms : Ihe grown 
Perſons muſt bring with them a Security from ſome 
reſponſible Friend or Friends, to pay 35. a Week to 
the Treaſurer of the Houſe, and the Boys and Girls a 
Security to pay 12d. a Week, and be ſubject to the 
Rules of the Howe fo long as they live im it. 

Tuxr have a Cold Bath for waſhing all that want 
it, for their Health or Cleanlinels ; and as they have 
all Conveniencies for it, they Brew their own Beer :

N this Pariſh there are 2 Workhouſes, One for the 

Poor of the Pariſh in general, erected 1728, in 
the Burying Ground near the P Field: The Build- 
Ing is a new ſpacious Brickhouſe, in which there are 
at this time 302 Perſons, of which about Fourſcore 
are Children, and all that are able, work at ſpinning 
Jerſey, Mopp Yarn, and Flax; the Jerſey and Flax 
is wove in the Houſe by Weavers belonging to the 
Family. 
The Women and Girls knit all the Stockings for 
the Poor in the Houſe. The Men that are able Card 
Wool, or aſſiſt the Cook in tending the Fires, and 
Coppers. The Children are taught to Read, and ſay 
their Catechiſm, at ſuch Hours as they can beſt be 
ſpar'd from Work. 

TE are 8 Wards, viz. 4 for Women, 2 for Men, 


1 for Boys, and 1 for Girls, containing 18 Beds in 


each Ward, and at this time, the Houſe was ſo full, 
that the Steward was obliged to place 9 Beds in the 
landing Places, at the head of the Stairs, and other 
like open Places, making in all above 150 Beds. 

Tura is one Ward for Lying-in-Women, into 
which many are brought out of the Streets' to be de- 
liver'd.

In ſo large a Family, it is hardly to be expected,

Overſeers, who meet every Week to inſpect their Ma- 
nagement; generally makes a Shift ro fill all the under 
Offices of the Houle, out of the Poor themſelves, who 
ought to think it a Happineſs to be ſo employ'd, in- 
ſtead of Starving or begging in the Street. 


was originally a Charity School for Girls, ſer up

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HE Churchwardens and Overſeers of the Poor 
in this Pariſh, being defirous their Poor ſhould 
have the ſame Benefit as other Pariſhes, of a Houſe, 
where they might be provided with all Neceſſaries for 
Life, the Veſtry appointed a Committee of 12 Gen- 
tlemen, including the Churchwardens and Overſeers, to 
take a proper Houſe for ſuch a Service. Accordingly

Tazir Bread is wheat dreſſed down, and made into 
large Houſhold Loaves, by a Woman in the Houſe. 
Their Drink is Beer tunn'd in from the publick Brew- 
houſe, at three half-pence per Gallon. The Overſeers 
do ſometimes put a Cow upon the Common for them ; 
and that nothing may be waſted or loſt, they have a 
Pig or two brought in, to live upon their Waſh, and 
Dregs and Fragments; which when well grown, is fed 
and killed for the Houſe. They have alſo a little 
Garden for Herbs, Onions, &c. In their Yard they 
contrive to hang Lines, and lay clean Bruſh Faggots 
where they dry their Cloaths ; and ſuch old women as 
can do nothing elſe, ſpin Hemp for Sheets, and other 
Uſes.

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as they are grown up, they are bound out Apprentices, 
Before they can do any Work, they are tent. to the 
Charity-School, and taught to read and learn their 
Catechiſm. And the Miniſter of the Pariſh is ſo good, 
as to look in ſometimes, and recommend to all of them 
a due Care of their Morals, their Duty to the King, 
and Magiſtrates ; that the elder ſet good Examples to 
the Younger ; that Morning and Evening the Children 
be taught their Prayers; and that no Rudeneſs be ſeen 
among them. The oldeſt People creep out to Church 
upon Prayer-Days, and a large Pew is erected by the 
Churchwardens for all the Poor that will come on Sun.

VII. ITRAr none do receive ColleQion of the Pariſh, 
but ſuch as are within the Workhouſe, excepting ſuch 
as thro' Sickneſs or Largenefs of their Families, or 
other Straitneſs of Circumſtances and Incapacity, are 
judg'd fit to receive a little Relief upon ſome Emer- 
gency, or in cafe of Peſtilential Diſeaſes, Lunacy, or 
rhe like; of all which, the Overſeers or Juſtices to be 
the proper Judges. 


VIII. Tua the Directors, or any two of them, as 


often as they judge it needfull, do meet at the ſaid 
Workhouſe, and examine into all Diſorders of the 
Poor, and into the Management of the Mafter and 
Miſtreſs, and ſee that due Care be taken for all man- 
ner of wholeſome, neceſſary, and ſufficient Proviſions. 
As alſo to hear the Complaints and real Grievances of 
the Poor. | 

IX. Trar the Maſter and Miſtreſs take Care that 
all the poor People be kept clean and neat in their 
Perſons and Apparel, and the Children be taught 
and inſtructed in civil and good Behaviour, in Read- 
ing, Knitting, Spinning, Sewing, and other kinds of 
domeſtick and honeſt Labour, and take Care of their 
own Examples; and fee that all of them who are 
able do repair to ſome place of religious Worſhip, 
upon the Lord's-Day; and be inſtructed Morning and 
Evening in their Pravers; and that no Immorality, 
or Profaneneſs, or Rudeneſs, be allowed in the Houle; 
nor the Poor ſuffered to wander idly, but religiouſly 
obſerve the Lord's-Day. . 
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X. Taar the faid Maſter and Miſtreſs do take 
Care that no Goods or Work that ſhall be done or 
wrought in the Houſe, be embezzled, nor Proviſions 


or Stores be improvidently waſted, or ſuffered to pu- 
| trify or gather Uncleanneſs, or any other Way be 


miſapplied. And if any ſuch Embezzlement, or ill 
Houſewifry ſhall be detected, then Complaint ſhall be 
made by the Maſter or Miſtreſs, or ary other Perſon 
aggrieved, againſt the Party offending, to one or more 
Juſtices of the Peace, that fuch Diſorders may be 


puniſhed, and further Damages may be the ſooner pre- 


vented, 


XI. Thar the Faults and Diſorders of the fad 


poor People, whether old or young, who refuſe or 
contemn the Reproofs of the Maſter or Miſtreſs, or 
utter ill Language againſt them, or negle& their In- 
ſtructions, be recorded in a Book to be kept for that 
purpole ; and lard before the Directors or Overſeers, 
that, by their Authority and Admonitions, Rudeneſe, 


| Wickedneſs and Diſhonefty may be reſtrained, and 


Peace and good Order maintained; and that a Magi- 
ſtrate be ſohicited to puniſh all obſtinate, perverſe and 
unruly Perſons, according to their Crimes.

Bundle. A very ſkilful Woman, who is a Dependant

Work, they make very good Hats, which may be 
ſold there for 3s. a piece, but at London would be

TE Houſe is an old commodious Building, hired 
by the Pariſh for 91. per Annum, and will accommo- 
date about 8o Perſons very well ; here they are lodged

Ix this Condition it continued till about 3 Quarters 
of a Year ago, the Account of Workhouſes publiſhed 
at London laſt Year, put the Corporation upon fitting 
it up for the Reception of all the Poor in the 3 Pa- 
riſhes of Reading, viz.

Cyles; and the following Agreement was made between 
their Pariſh Officers reſpectively, to unite in maintain- 
ing and emploving their Poor.

Rates and Charges for relieving and maintaining the

That the poorer Sort of People have been 
leſs induſtrious and careful in providing Means of ſub- 


fiſting themſelves and Families, under an expectation: 


of being maintained by the Relief of the Inhabitants 
of the Pariſhes to which they belong. That the Chil- 
dren of ſuch People are brought up in Idleneſs, 
whereof many worſe things often proceed, and the 
Poor themſelves very infolent to thoſe who maintain 
them- All which Evils, and many other Inconveni- 
encies, are ſuppoſed chiefly to ariſe from the Cuſtom 
of relieving the ſaid Poor in Money, which is too 
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frequently perverted to bad Uſes: For remedying of 
which Evil, it hath been unanimouſly agreed, reſolved

In conſequence of theſe Articles, a fit Perſon was 
ſent for from London, and Charged with the Care of 
the Houſe ; in Jud laſt, the Poor began to be ſent 
in, and there are now about 60 in Family, from the 
Pariſhes of St. Lawrence and St. Mary, that of St. Giles 
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having ſuſpended, for the preſent, ſending in their 
Poor, 

Tuxix Work is ſpinning of coarſe Flax for Sail. 
Cloath, and ſpinning of Cotton for Candlewick ; but 
in both theſe Employs, as the Poor are but Beginners, 
it can't be expected they ſhould earn much, they that 
are moſt able to work, being chiefly employed in dreſ- 
ſing Victuals, Waſhing, Cleaning, Nurſing, Sc. Ar- 
ticles by no means to be neglected in ſuch a Family. 
There is a good School in the Houſe, where the Chil 
dren are taught to read and ſay their Catechiſm, 
Prayers, &c, 

WHEN any Perſon is received into the Houſe, 
they bring an Order under the Hand of the Mayor, 
or ſome other Juſtice of the Peace of the Corporation, 
and of the Churchwardens and Overſeers of that Pa- 
riſh, to which they belong, and their Names, Age, and 
Pariſh, are entered in an Alphabetical Regiſter; if the 
Perſons are ragged, or ſuſpected to have Vermin about 
them, they are cloathed from Head to Foot at their 
firſt coming in, to prevent any Vermin being convey'd 
into the Bedding where they are lodged : This Cau- 
tion is no more than what is abſolutely neceſſary, and 
Vermin are but too common among the Poor, who 
have lived lazily, and been bred on little better than 
Dunghils. The Cloaths they pull off are put into 
an Oven, and baked, and afterwards well waſhed, it 
capable of it, and then mended up, either for their 
firſt Owners, or any Body elſe who may need them. 

A Committee meets every Friday in the Work- 
houſe, compoſed of the beſt Gentlemen of St. Law- 
rence's and St. Mary's Pariſhes, to ſettle the Affairs of 
the Family, to hear Complaints, redreſs Grievances, Cc. 
whoſe Proceedings are entered in a Minute Book, and 
once a Fortnight they paſs the Accounts of the Houſe, 
which, by the Rule of Fellowſhip, are adjuſted to each 
Pariſh their Quora of the Expence.

As to reducing the Expences of the Pariſh, the 
Poor's Rates, before the erecting of this Workhoule, 
were three Shillings and nine-pence in the Pound, and 
are now reduced to one and nine-pence. 

To bring this about, the Town in the firſt place 
purchaſed a piece of Ground adjoining to an Houſe 
belonging before to the Poor, which purchaſe was 
about forty pounds; the whole is now reckoned worth 
: 50l. including the Worth of the Poors Houſe be- 
ore. 

To ſee that due Orders are kept in the Work- 


houſe, a Maſter is provided to ſuper-intend it, whoſe 
| Buſts 
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" Buſineſs is to keep the Poor to their Work, to fee 
to the buying in, and drefling the proviſion, to give 
an Account of the Work done, and what is expend- 
ed: The Maſter is maintained out of the Proviſion of 
the Houſe, and a Salary allowed him of 16). per 
Annum. 

TnE Work which is done ordinarily in the Houſe 
(the Inhabitants being moſt of them old) comes now 
ro about 15s. a Week, which is given to the Parifh 
Officers, as a part of what is to contribute to the main- 
taining them.

Taz Perſons admitted into the Workhouſe, are ad- 
mitted by the Conſent of the Pariſh firſt obtained ; 
and, being found too poor to ſubfiſt independently of 
ſome Help, are there maintained, after having firſt 
delivered up all their Goods into the Pariſh-Officers 
Hands. 

TE Pariſh provides them with all neceſſary Cloath- 
ing beſides Diet, and keeps them, when ſick, in a more 
comfortable manner. 

ThE Number of Poor in the Workhouſe, is ſome- 
times greater, and ſometimes leſs, but is generally a- 
bour thirty, and the Meat, Drink, Waſhing, Firing, 
Sc. is reckon'd at about thirty Shillings a Week. 

Taz Perſons belonging to the Workhouſe, are 
ſuppoſed to be ſuch as are like to be a continual 
Pariſh Charge; for as to thoſe who are only con- 
tingently ſo, by - Sickneſs happening to them, they 
have Helps allowed them during the Continuance of 
thoſe unfortunate Circumſtances, by which they were 
reduced. 

Taz Poor of the Houſe have hot Meat twice a 
Week, they are allowed Cheefe, their Bread is two 
parts Wheat to one of Barley ; and for their ſmall 
Beer, two Buſhels are allowed to the Hogfhead. 

Ir is owing to the erecting of this Workhouſe, that 
ſeveral Hands, which would be either otherwiſe idle,

HAT no Perſon ſhall be put into the Houſe, to 

be there kept, without a Licenſe under the 

Hands of five of the chiefeſt Free-holders and Inha- 

bitants of the ſaid Pariſh, and the Hands of the Over- 

ſeers of the Poor, and of as many more of the reſt of 

the Free-holders and Inhabitants Hands as will ſign 
the ſame. 

Tur if any Perſon ſhall come into the ſaid Houſe 
themſelves, or bring in any Child or Children to be 
there kept, without ſuch Licence as abovenamed, they 
ſhall be ſent to Bridewell, and further puniſhed.

houſe amounts to 80, young and old. The Chib 
dren ſpin all in one large Room, under the Inſpection 
of a Maſter ; they make Yarn for Norwich, as good as 
any is made. The Wool is bought by two Managers, 
choſen by the Pariſh, of the Grazier, for ready Money, 

Tk whole Number above-mentioned, lie in the 

Workhouſe ; the Boys in a Chamber by themſelves, 3 
in a Bed; and the Girls in another Chamber, 3 in a 
Bed: After the ſame manner likewiſe are the elderly 
People diſpoſed of ; of theſe only 2 in a Bed. 
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InEIR Diet is good Beef, Broth, Dumplins, Peaſe- 
Porridge, Milk-Porridge, Bread and Cheeſe ; the 
Quantity according to every one's Stomach at Noon; 
at Morning and Night not ſo much, given out by the 
Miſtreſs of the Kitchen. po 
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THe idle, diſorderly and lazy, are puniſhable at the 
Diſcretion of the Magiſtrate. The ſick and infirm are 
not taken into the Morihouſe, but put out at the beſt 
Hand; and fo are Infants till they are big enough to 
learn to read, and then they are brought in, and taught 
to read, write and ſpin. 

Taz Maſter's Wages are 10s. per Week; the M. 
treſs has 10l. per Annum, whoſe Buſineſs is to look 
after the Kitchen, and to make and mend all the Lin- 
nen. The Poor Women Card and Spin tor Shifts and 
Shirts for the whole Family, and likewiſe Knit all the 
Stockings. 

ThE bake their own Bread, and brew their own 
Drink at the beſt Hand ; and beſides tne Income from 
every one's Labour, the Charge Weekly of the whole 
Houſe, is about 18d. per Head. The Maſter, Miſ- 
treſs, and the whole Houſe, are under the Direction 
of the Managers, viz. Four or more of the moſt pru- 
dent Perſons of the Pariſh. This Method of provid- 
ing for the Poor, has brought down the Rates, from 
35. 6d. to 25. in the Pound, and the Poor much better 
provided for. 

I had almoſt forgot to tell you, that whereas the 
Weekly Charge of the Houſe is 15. 6d. per Head, in- 
cluding the Benefit of their Work - this needs a little 
Explanation, for the Workhouſe coſt the Inhabitants 
20001, Building, and the Intereſt of that Money is 
paid, as well as the Poor maintained, at the above- 
mentioned Rate. 
 TaxrE are Houſes alſo at Lin, Chateris, Milden— 
ball, and one Building at the City of EH. But the 
Houſe at Misbech, of which I have given you this 
particular Account, is the Pattern for all the reſt in

Ccording to your Requeſt, I here give you an 
Account of our Proceeding from the firſt erect- 


ing a Workhouſe, and the Advantages the Pariſh has 
received by ſo doing, 

Ir was built upon Ground where flood old Alms- 
houſes, always wanting Repair, which coft a great 


deal of Money every Year: The Ground was about 
110

erect- 
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110 Feet in Length, but they took not above 17 
Feet in Breadth, there being Room left for a Yard and 
a Garden behind the Building. 

THE Pariſh choſe twelve Truſtees to direct the 
Work, and they provided Money to go on with it: 
They borrowed 200l. upon Intereft, beſides what they 
gathered from the Rates; it was about fix Months be- 
tore 1t was ready to receive the People: The whole 
Charge was about 6o0l. and in a Year and a half's 
time, by leſſer Rates than they had paid before, they 
diſcharged all the Workmen, and the Money bor- 
rowed upon Intereſt : We paid 33. 6d. in the Pound, 
but paid only 25. 6d. all the Time of the Building; 
and fince it is finiſhed, we have reduced it to 1s. in 
the Pound for the whole Year, including the Church- 
warden's Rate; for we have no Church Lands belong- 
ing to us. 

Tax Houſe was built in 1716, and I may aver, 
that the Pariſh has ſaved, by having a Workhouſe, 
between 1000 or Itool. For the People of the 
Pariſh have been ſorely afflicted with the Small-Pox, 


and Fevers, and Agues ; and becauſe they would not 


come into the Houſe, they have made ſhift with a 
Shilling, when four before would not content them; 
and they were wont to be always troubling the Over- 
ſeers for Money, tho' never ſatisfied whatever they 
gave them; but now the Overſeer's Office is the 
eaſieſt Office in the Pariſh: we pay no Rents as we 
uſed to do, for we paid as many Rents formerly, as 
would pay the Intereſt of the Money that built the 
Houle. 

Ir a Perſon that is induſtrious falls fick, or his Fa- 
mily, we do not preſently hurry him into the Work- 
houſe, but give him now and then a Shilling, for pre- 
ſent Aſſiſtance: And if thoſe that do come in have 
any Goods, they bring them in with them. 

ELEven Perſons had the Small Pox in the Houſe, 
and it coſt the Pariſh not one Shilling for nurſing 
them, nor any Charge for an Apothecary; thank 
GOD they all did well with the Kitchen Phyſick, 

A which 
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which ſaved the Pariſh Abundance of Money, which 
muſt have been expended, bad they been nurſed abroad 
as they uſed to be. 

Tavs far you have an Account of the good Effects 
the Pariſh has received by Building the Workhoule: 
I ſhall now inform you how the Poor are managed. 

Tak ancient People are treated according to their 
Age, without Compulſion : But the luſty and ſtrong 
are taſked according to their ſeveral Abilities, ſome to 
earn gd. ſome 4d. ſome 3d. and the Children ſome 14. 
ſome 2d. a Day. They have always a Breakfaſt to go 
on with their Day's Work ; and if they be not forward 
in the Forenoon, they have neither Dinner nor Sup- 
per till they have done. 

Tux have the beſt of Beef and good Pudding three 
times a Week, Sundays, Tueſaays, and Thurſdays: They 
are allowed Beer, two Buſhels of Malt to the Hogſhead, 
and nine Gallons to the Buſhel : They have all a clean 
Shift every Week, and Care is taken that they be 
waſhed, and their Heads comb'd: They have two 
Buſhels of Meal every Week, and bake it as it comes 
from the Mill: They have good Cheeſe, and good 
Butter, and all other Neceffaries for Houſekeeping. 
There are four Overſeers, and every one accounts in 
his Quarter to buy ſuch things as are wanted ; and 
the Maſter keeps the general Accounts for the whole 
Pariſh; ſo that every Pariſhioner may ſce what his 
Money is laid out for. I ſhould have informed you, 
that they make Broth from the Meat for the next

HE Workhouſe Corporation at Colcheſter, con- 

ſiſts of 48 Guardians, elected by every Townſ- 

man, who pays to the Poor after the Rate of 5 Pounds 

per Annum ; beſides the Aldermen of the Town, who 
are conſtant Guardians by virtue of their Place. 

FROM among thele forty eight are choſe by them-. 
ſelves a Governour, Deputy Governour, Treaſurer, 
and twelve Aſſiſtants. The Buſineſs of theſe laſt is 
to have the immediate Direction and Management of 
the Poor, whom they relieve according to their own 
iſcretion. 

HE Authority veſted in the whole Body, is to 
ticfs and rate, in equal Proportions, every Perſon 
living within the Town of Colchefter ; which is done 
by a Pound Rate upon all Lands and Tenements, 
1ythes appropriate, and Impropriations of Tythes, 
according as the Exigencies and Wants of the Poor 
require. | 

THE Rates never exceeded 6s. ſometimes 5s. and at 


preſent only 3s. 4d. in the Pound per Annum. 


THE Sum of Money raiſed every Year at the pre- 
ſent Aﬀeſiment, amounts to about 18004. for the 
collecting of which there are two Perſons choſe, to 
whom we allow a Salary of 3ol. each. This Money 
is paid into the Hands of the Treaſurer, and is by 
him diſtributed Weekly to two other Perſons called 
Payers, who relieve the Poor according to each 
Perſon's ſtated Collection, or their particular Emer- 
gencies, as the Aſſiſtants ſhall, by Bills under their 


'- Je Hands, 
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Hands, order; which Bills are always produc'd as 
Vouchers, to prevent any Fraud. 

By the Aſſiſtants, every three Weeks is kept a Court 
at the Workhouſe, where the Poor's Complaints are 
heard, and there relieved according as they ſee Cauſe, 

In the Workhonſe there are about 40 or 50 Chil- 
dren kept at Work, by a Maſter appointed, whoſe 
Salary is 200. per Annum, befides Maintenance; where 
they are allowed the beſt of Meat three times a Week, 
and the beſt Butter and Cheeſe the other Days, that 
can be bought for Money. Their Work is carding 
and ſpinning Wool for the Baymakers ; ſome of 
them will earn 6d. or 7d. a Day. 

In this Workhouſe there is a large Part affign'd 
for an Infirmary, into which the old and infirm Per- 
ſons are put; where there is a Nurſe to attend them, 
with Firing allow'd ; but the Poor there are at ſtated 
Allowances, and provide for themſelves, by the ſame 
Work, or any other which they chooſe.

1 HAVE informed myſelf of the State of our Work 
L houſe; and as you deſired, ſend you theſe Pa 
ticulars. The Reverend Dr, Plumb, a Native of thi 

| Place, 
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Place, left by his Will ſeveral Lands, with conſider- 
able Sums of Money for charitable Uſes in Malden, 
one of which was the building and endowing a Work- 
houſe. What the particular Sum is, that was deſigned 
for the Workhouſe, does not yet appear ; for the Re- 
mainder, after the Diſcharge of ail Debts and Legacies, 
was to be aſſigned for this Uſe. 

Now, tho? ſeveral of the Truſtees were Inhabitants 
and Magiſtrates of the Town, and the Town grie- 
youſly oppreſs'd with the Weight of the Poor's Rates; 
yer, for ſome Reaſons, it was not thought proper to 
demand the Money for the Workhouſe of the Execu- 
tor, for ſeveral Years after the Doctor's Death: But 
about 10 Years ago, the Workhouſe was built, which 
coſt about a thouſand Pounds: and about two hundred 
more was laid out for Goods and Utenfils. 

THz Remainder, which 'tis ſuppoſed will amount to 
ſeveral hundred Pounds, is to be laid out in Land, for 
the ſupport of the Workhouſe. 

BEFORE this Proviſion was made, our Poor's Rates 
were from three to five Shillings in the Pound per 
Annum; but now one Shilling in the Pound is the 
ordinary Stint in our Pariſh, and the other two Pa- 
riſhes about half as much. I think this is all you

of the Workhouſe to the Pariſh, does not ariſe from | 


what the poor People can do towards their Subſiſt— 
ance, but from the Apprehenſions the Poor have of 
it. Theſe prompt them to exert, and do their ut- 
molt to keep themſelves off the Pariſh, and render 
them exceedingly averſe to ſubmit to come into the 
Houſe, till extream Neceſſity compels-them. 

PRIDE, tho' it does ill become poor Folks, won't 
ſuffer ſome to wear the Badge; others cannot brook 
Confinement; and a third Sort deem the Workhoule 
to be a mere State of Slavery, and ſo Numbers are 
kept out. 

TuEEE are two things more that have greatly con- 
tributed to render the Work houſe beneficial towards 
reducing the Poor's Rate, viz. That whereas before a 


great many Penſions were granted, thro' Partiality or 


Favour, theſe are all ſtopped: And whereas it was 
uſual to pay Rents fer the Poor, we have reſol ved to 
pay none; and in this Article we have ſaved to the

A riſh, gave a large Piece of Ground for building 
a Workhouſe upon, and for Gardening, the Pariſh 
pay Annually 15. only to him and his Heirs, as an 
Acknowledgement, while it is converted to this Uſe ; 
and though the Houſe has not been built above 3 Years, 
the Taxes are reduced about half; many of thoſe Pen- 
ſioners who before ſpent the Alms of the Pariſh in 
Tea, and other Entertainments, now live without it, 
and turn themſelves to Labour in their own Houles, to 
avoid being ſent to the Workhouſe. 

Tak Poor are generally from 40 to 45, old and 
young, in Family, and ſuch as are able to work, are 
employed in picking Oczam, the Junk for which is 
bought at 75, per hundred. They have a very com- 

mo lia us 
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' modious Houſe, built at the Charge of the Pariſh, 
where many of the Poor enjoy more Comfort than 
ever they did before. 

Taz Managers confiſt of 6 Gentlemen, choſe An- 
nually by the Veltry, being 2 out of each of the 3 
Wards, joined to the Churchwardens and Overſeers of 
the Poor; 5 to make a Quorum, who meet the firſt 
Monday in every Month, to inſpect the Management 
of their Steward, and by their Accounts for one 
Year's Proviſions, Cloathing, ohoes, Salaries to the 
Maſter and Miſtreſs, with 15 Chaldran of Coals, their 
Expences from Fanuary 1727, to January 17:8, 
amounted to 23o/. 135. 114. which is a great Proof 
of their Frugality, each Perion being wholly maintain'd 
for about 5/. per Annum, and all the Produce of their 
Labour ſaved towards detraying the ſaid Expence.

Tus has fo fully anſwered the Fxpectation of the 
Pariſh - Officers, that it is with good Reaſon tliey have 

reſolved to continue it; for tho' the Worktouſe has 


not ſubſiſted quite 5 Years, it is computed they have 
ſaved about 14ol. per Annum, in their Taxes for the 
Relief of the Poor, and have paid a Debt of 200), 
borrowed upon Intereſt, towards repairing and furniſh- 
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ing the Houſe, at the firſt ſetting of it up; and all 
this, notwithſtanding a Run of the Small-Pox through 
the Town in 1725, and an epidemical Diſeaſe in rhe 
Years 1727 and 1728, when many private Families 
were neceſſitated to be relieved out of the publick 
Fund in thoſe calamitous Years, and that the Family 
in the Workhouſe hath gradually increaſed from 3o 
to upwards of 100. It muſt alſo be remembred, that 
Proviſions of all Sorts for 2 or 3 Years paſt, have been 
at an uncommon high Rate, tho' now, God be praiſed, 
they are ſunk to a more moderate Price, as well as a 
better State of Health reſtored to the Town.

Many of our People, who 
before chiefly depended on what they could get weekly 
or monthly, by teazing the Overſeers of the Poor, 


now buckle to Labour; and fince they find they muſt 


give their labour to the Publick, if they will depend on 
the Publick, they have exerted themſelves, got Wheels 
and Materials for Spinning, and work early and. late, 
to avoid coming in the Workhouſe; not that we uſe 
any Severity there to fright them from it, but they 
chooſe to be accountable to themſelves for the Produce 
of their own Labour; and ſome really feem to live better 
now, depending on their Induſtry only, with GOD's 
Bleſſing, than when they received Relief from their 
reſpective Pariſhes.

agreed to build a Brick-Houſe, at the Charge of 1 2c/.

W have paid four nine-penny Rates yearly, to- 
wards ſupporting the Poor there, and purpoſe to con- 
tinue it, till the Houſe, &c. are paid for, but then we 
hope to keep all our Poor for half what they ulcd to 
coſt.

Poor to increaſe, and thinking the neighbouring 
Juſtices too favourable to thoſe who make Poverty a 


Cloak for Idleneſs, thought fit to make tryal of that 


Expedient, which the Wiſdom of the Nation ſeemed 
to recommend for the Relief of the Poor, and to the 
Eaſe of Pariſh-Officers. 

THEY therefore hired a convenient Houſe, which 
they furniſh'd with all Sorts of neceflary Goods, and 
then admitted as many into it, as were truly neceſſi- 
tous from Age or Accidents; but as from the firſt it 
was called a Workhouſe, many who before had feign'd 
Neceſlity, and others who were frightened with the 
Thoughts of Work, choſe rather to quit all preten- 
ſions to a Maintenance, than run the Riſque of a ſtrict 
Examination, or the Hazard of being induſtriouſly 
employ'd. | 

Tris Houſe is under the Direction of a Governor, 
who has a Weekly Salary for his Trouble ; he pro- 
vides all the Neceſſaries for the Family, and employs 
thoſe who are under his Care, in ſuch moderate Work, 
as their Age, or Inclination, or State of Health, will 
reaſonably admit. The Produce of which, as in Juſ— 
tice it ought, is apply'd to the Uſe of the common 
Houſhold. 

THERE are generally from ten to twenty in the 
Houſe, ſome not yet grown to the Years of Diſcre- 
tion, others in a great meaſure ſuperannuated, who, 
as they have no Reaſon, never make us uneaſy with 
Complaints; for how can the extremes of Age be 
made more eaſy, than by ſuch a Method, from which

at this Place was erected, ſo that a ſtrict Account 
of what will be ſaved, is not yet known. Two thirds 
of the Penſioners have left taking their Penſions, and 
we expect our Rates will ſink one half at leaſt. The 
Poor, about 30 in Number, coſt the Pariſh about 18d. 
each per Week to maintain them : They do very little 
Work, for ſcarce any will come there that can do 
any, beſides Children, and they are half the Day at 
their Books.

HE Workhouſe in Canterbury was erected by Act 
of Parliament in 1728, by which Act it is en- 
acted, That after the firſt of May 1728, the Mayor, 
Recorder, and Juſtices of the City, together with 28 
of the Inhabitants, two out of each of the 14 Pariſhes in 


the City, to be choſen Annually, by the ſeveral Pariſhes, 


on the laſt Tueſday in June, ſhall be a Corporation, 
under the Name of the Guardians of the Poor of the City 


cf Canterbury, and may be ſeized of Lands to the 
Value of 400. per Annum. Theſe Guardians are to 


meet on the firſt Tueſday in July in every Year, to 
chooſe a Preſident, Receiver, Schoolmaſter, and other 
Officers: They are to hold a Court Monthly, or 
oftner if Neceſſity require; may ſummon any Inhabi- 
rants of the City, and examine them upan Oath ; may 
have a cominon Seal, and By-Laws, and appoint Com- 
mittees, Then it is recited, that whereas Queen Eli- 
zabeth, in the 1716 Year of Her Reign, granted unto 
the Mayor and Commonalty of the City of Canter- 
bury, the Hoſpital of poor Prieſts, with its Revenues and 
Appurtenances ; which has ſince that Time been uſed 
by them for the Maintenance and Lodging of ſeveral 


poor Buys, called Blue-Coat- Boys, and for a Houſe of Cor- 
rection, or Bridewell; And whereas the ſaid Mayor and 


Commonalty are deſirous that the ſaid Hoſpital and 
its Revenues and Appurtenances ſhould be ſetried, and 
veſted in the Corporation of Guardians, for the better 
Maintenance and Employment of the Poor ; it is ac- 
cordingly veſted for that purpoſe, and for the Main- 
tenance of a Houſe of Correction, and the lodging 16 
Blue Coat Boys, and binding them out Apprentice at 
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the Age of 15 Years. [N. B. The Revenues of this 


Hoſpital are ſaid to exceed rool. per Annum, | The 
Guardians are further Authorized by this Act, to 
aſſeſs the Inhabitants of the City, by an equal Rate, 
ſuch Sums as they ſhall judge neceſſary for repairing 
and enlarging the Hoſpital, and maintaining and ſet- 
ting the Poor to work. | N. B. They have accordingly 
laid out near 1500/. in Repairs, and enlarging the 
Buildings, and in buying Neceſſaries for lodging and 
employing the Poor] they are likewiſe to maintain 
and relieve all other accidental Poor or fick Perſons, 
within the City, and are authoriſed to compel Beggars 


and Vagrants to work in the Workhouſe, and may || 


inflict Corporal Puniſhment. 

The number of the Poor maintained in the Houſe 
is about 140 Perſons, the Work about which the 
Poor in the Workhouſe are employed, is chiefly the 
ſpinning and weaving of Hop-Bagging, beſides coarſe 


Woollen and Linen for their own Cloathing. They | 


have alſo Taylors, Shoemakers, Sempſtrefles, Sc. 
within the Houſe. The Annual Product of the Hop- 
Bagging is very conſiderable, tho* I have not been 
able to get an exact Account of it. In general, the 
Poor's Rates are very much leſſened, tho' not ſo con- 
ſiderably as they will be, when they have paid off the 
Expences of the Buildings, Sc. and the Charge they 
were at in procuring the Act of Parliament.

Theſe are, for the molt part, employed in picking 
of Ockam for his Majeſty's Yard, at which they earn 


about 257. per Annum, They ſpin Wool and Flax for 


the Woollen and Linen worn in the Houſe, and all the 
Poor do ſomething according to their Strength: They 
dreſs their own Flour, make their Bread, and cook all 
the Victuals for themſelves. They waſh and clean 
themſelves and the Children, who are obliged to go 


to School every Forenoon, to learn to read and ſay 
their 
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their Catechiſm ; but in the Afternoon they ſpin, the 
Girls ſew, under the Care of a Miſtreſs, who 1s one 
of the Houſe ; and the reſt not otherwiſe employ'd, 
pick Ochtam with the old People; at the Age of 11 or 
12, the Boys are bound out to Fiſhermen, Houſe-Car- 
penters, Blackiſmiths, and other laborious Trades; and 
the Girls are put to Service. 

There is no Allowance of Penſions to any Poor out 
of the Houſe ; if an Accident happens, which obliges 
the Officers to ſubſiſt any poor People, they are re- 
moved into the Houſe as ſoon as poſſible ; but the Sa- 
cramcnt-Money is diſtributed among neceſſitous Fami- 
lies, to help to keep them out of the Workhouſe.

UR new Workhouſe, open'd at Michaelmas 1729, 
goes on with all the Advantage both ro the Poor 

and the Pariſh, that we cculd expect; the Pariſh hav- 
ing ſaved already more than half the uſual Charge; 
and what is better, the Poor live in a much more 
comfortable and religious Way than they did before, 
They who are able (which at preſent are very few) 
are employ'd in ſome domeſtick or mechanical Services; 
And they who can no way miniſter to the Neceſſities 
of the reſt, are miniſtred to in all Things needful for 
Soul and Body. The Children are taught ſuch things 
as beſt qualify them for Servants, and by Intervals 
are taught to read and fay the Church Cate- 
chiſm: And 'tis to be wiſhed that there was a 
proper Fund to ſupport the teaching and cloath- 
ipg of the other Poor Children, together with the 
Children of the Workhouſe. Prayers are read 
every Morning and evening in the Family, ſo that 
enn with much Truth affirm, that Chriſtian 
Piety, 
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Piety, Induſtry and Charity, are here exemplified in a 
good Degree,

HE Workhouſe at Maid ſtone is a large and 
handſome Building of three Stories high, ninety 

one Feet in Length, and twenty-one in Depth, with a 
large Kitchen thrown behind. It was built by a Gen- 
tleman of this Town, in the Year 1720; and is capable 
of receiving all the Poor of the Pariſh, tho' at pre- 
ſent there are only ſeventeen Women, five Men, and 
eighteen Children reſiding in it. Of theſe there are 


only three Women, and eight Children able to work; 


who are employed at preſent in ſpinning Worſted, 
and have earned from Eafter lalt to the fourteenth 
Day of this Month, eighteen Pounds and eleven Shil- 
lings; while the whole Expence for the Houle in the 
ſame time, has been ninety-nine Pounds, and fifteen 
Shillings. | 
But beſide the Poor maintain'd in the Workhouſe, 
there are many others who receive weekly Pay from 
the Pariſh; and therefore our Poor's Rate for this Year, 
will amount to about five hundred and thirty-Pounds ; 
and yet, notwithſtanding this Abuſe of maintaining ſo 
many of the Poor by a weekly Allowance of Money, 
we are very great Gainers by our Workhouſe, For 
of the two immediate Years before the Houſe was 
built, the Poor's Rate in one of them came to nine hun- 
dred and twenty nine Pounds; and in the other, to one 
thouſand and ſixty two; and thereabout it had ſtood 
for many Years, So that you will obſerve, that tho 
we receive but half the Benefit of our Workhouſe, 


by maintaining but half our Poor ip it, yet we ſave 


pretty 
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pretty near five hundred Pounds a Year, under fo 
Irreguiar and faulty a Management. For the Ad van- 
tage of a Workhouſe does not only conſiſt in this, 
that the Poor are maintained at leſs than half the 
Expence which their Weekly pay amounted to, but 
that very great Numbers of lazy People, rather than 
ſubmit to the Confinement and Labour of the Work- 
houſe, are content to throw off the Mafk, and main- 
tain themſelves by their own Induſtry. And this was 
io remarkable here at Maidſtone, that when our 
Workhouſe was finiſhed, and publick Notice given, 
that all who came to demand their weekly Pay, ſhould 
immediately be ſent thither, little more than half the 
Poor upon the Lift came to the Overſeers to receive 
their Allowance. 

Were all the Poor in our Town obliged to live 
in the Workhouſe, I believe we might very well 
maintain them for three hundred and fifty pounds a 
Year at the utmoſt. But many of them find Intereſt 
enough to receive their uſual weeely Pay, and get 
themſelves excuſed from living in the Houſe. And 
thus it will happen more or leſs in all great Towns, 
where the Workhouſes are left to the Management 
of Overſeers Annually elected. And therefore, from 
What I have ſeen here at Maidſtane, I conceive it to be 
a matter of abſolute Neceſſity, that the Direction 
of a Workhouſe ſhould be left to ſome ſingle Per- 
ſon, to be choſen by the Pariſhioners, and not to a 
Number of Overſeers, who are more liable to a 
great Variety of Application in Favour of particular 
Perſons among the Poor, and more likely to act in 
an arbitrary Way in the Management of the Houſe, 
than any fingle elective Perſon will .preſume to do. 
By theſe means too, the Appointment and Choice of 
the Work in which the Poor are to be employed, 
will be carried on in a regular and uniform Manner, 
and not be left to the Humour or Intereſt of annual 
Officers, to be chang'd and alter'd as they ſhall pleaſe ; 
for different Overſeers will have different Intereſts ; 
aud where the Direction is left to them, it * 

; ably 
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bably happen, as it has in fact here at Maidſtone, that 
the Poor ſhall be one Vear employ'd in the Linnen, 
and another in the Woollen Manufactory; and this 
merely as it ſuits the Intereſt of the Managers. 

A Workbouſe i is a Name that carries along with it 
an Idea of Correction and Puniſhment ; and many of 
our Poor have taken ſuch an Averſion to living in it 
upon that Account, as all the Reaſons and Argument 
in the World can never overcome. Therefote it 
will be a means of preventing a great deal of Trou- 
ble, and avoiding : a greater Expence than you can 
imagine, to have the Workhoule called by a- ſofter 
and more inoffenſive Name. This, Sir, I mention to 
you, as a Matter of more conſequence than can wel 
be imagin'd by any body at a diſtance; for we have 
many here who would chooſe to ſtarve, rather than be 
maintain'd in Plenty and Cleanlineſs in the Bridewell, 
or Houſe of Correction, as they call it. 

As there are many in our Workhouſe who are paſt 
their Labour, their Buſineſs is to teach the Children 
to read, clean the Houſe, attend in the Kitchen, and 
do ſuch other Offices as their Age and Strength admit 
of. The ancient People go to Church every Day, 
the Children and Working People only oh Wedneſdays 
and Fridays; but they have always conſtant Prayers 
in the Houſe, and continual reading the Scriptures. 
None are ſuffered to walk into the Town without 
Leave, and the Children are ſeldom ſeen, even at the 
Door, but have a Spot of Ground for their Diverſion 
behind the Houſe. 

FROM this Account of our Workhouſe you will 
obſerve, That many Things may ſerve as Matter of 


Caution, which cannot be propoſed as Patterns for 


Imitation. For this one may lay down as a certain 
Truth, that a Workhouſe, even under an ill Direc- 
tion, is far more advantageous to a Pariſh, than the 
molt exact and careful Management of the Poor, where 
there is none.

THERE are 12 Governors choſen Annually for the 
Management of it, of which the two Churchwardens 
and two Overſeers of the Poor, are always of the 
Number; two Governors, in their Turns, take Care 
Weekly to viſit the Workhouſe every Day, to ſee 
good Orders, and inſpect into the Affairs of the 
Houſe: And the firſt Sunday of every Month, as 
many of the Governors as can meet at the Houſe, to 
give Directions, if there be oeccaſion, for cloathing,

Tax Governors buy the Proviſions, Sc. at the 
cheapeſt Price. There are between 25 and 3o Perſons 
generally in the Hoaſe, ten of which, are at this time 
Children, who are taught to read, beſide Carding and 
Spinning of Wool, and when old enough, are put out 
to Apprentiſhips.

J OON after the Propoſals for a Workhouſe in 
) 1720, were made, the Veſtry came toa Reſolution 
to build an Houſe, and appointed ſeven Perſons Truſ- 
tees to manage that Affair. They preſently contracted 
with a Builder, and erected a large convenient Brick- 
houſe in the Year 1721, which coſt 360. The 
Perſon who built it, readily conſented to be paid by 
our Yearly Charity of 60/. from the City of Roche/er : 
And the employing that Gift this Way was, in the O- 


pinion of a very eminent Lawyer, agreeable to the Will 


of the Donor ; whoſe principal Deſign was to promote 
Induſtry and good Living among the Poor, and ro make 
their Lives more comfortable to themſelves and others, 
than they commonly are. 

Tux firſt Article of the Propoſals related to Pariſh- 
Orphans: And they are happily provided for in theſe 
Houſes. * We have now 14 or 15 in ours; who are 
employ'd in ſpinnirg Jerſey by a Perſon of the Pariſh, 
that twiſts and dies it, and then ſells it for Stockings; 
and ſome can earn 24. per Day in Winter, and 3d. in 
the Summer, The Officers receive their Money, and 
provide every thing they want. Theſe Children uſed 
to be kept in poor Families at 2s. per Week, and bred 
up in the groſſeſt Idleneſs and Vice! But now they 
are inut'd to Labour, and help to maintain themſelves, 
earning at leaſt their Diet. And by this Method, a 
great deal is ſaved to the Pariſh, and the Children 


[themſelves virtuouſly and chriſtianly brought up, and 


made fit for good Services. 

Tais Propoſal, as it takes Place in Market Towns, 
and populous Pariſhes, will, I hope, ſave many a poor 
Orphan from being ruin'd.

Orders to be Obſerved in the Workbouſe.. 


I. HAT the Bill of Fare be punctually obſerved 

by the Maſter and Miſtreſs, until any Alter- 
ation be made therein, by a Majority of the Gover- 
nors. 

II. Thar if the Butcher, who is to ſerve the 
Houſe in his Turn for a Month, or Quarter, does not 
conſtantly ſupply it with ſuch Pieces of Meat, as 
the Governors think moſt profitable for the Uſe of 
it, the two Perſons, who viſit on the Market-Day, 
ſhall go to other Shops in the Pariſh, where they may 
be beſt furniſhed, 

III. Taar all the Shops in the Pariſh have their 
reſpective Turns to ſerve the Houſe; in caſe they ſell 
as goou Wares, and as cheap as they do to other 
People. 

IV. Trar they always ſend Notes of the Weight 
and Price with their Goods ; which are to be fil'd by 


the Maſter, as ſoon as he has made proper Entries of 


the {aid Goods in the Books of the Houle. 

V. Trar all Bills be paid once a Quarter by the 
Orerſeers. 

VI. THAT the grown People in the Houſe have 
their reſpective Offices or Employments ; and that 
thoſe Offices or Employments be appointed by a Ma- 
jority of the Governors. 

Vil. Taar the Children ſpin Jerſey, and be mode- 


rately taſked; and if they are idle, and do not their 
Talks,

Tur all the Children, and as many of the 
grown People as can be ſpar'd out of the Houſe, do 
conſtantly go to Church on Sundays, Holy-days, Wed- 
neſdays and f Friday s, and carry their Bibles and Com- 
mon-Prayer Books with them. 

XV. Tnar neither Children nor others, go abroad 
on Sundays, but continue together in the Houſe, and 
read ſome Portion of Holy Scripture, or a Chapter out 
of the Whole Duty of Man. 

XVI. Tnar the Children be never ſuffered to go 
into the Streets, or to play, unleſs they behave them- 
felves well in the Houle, and do their Taſks. 

XVI. Tnar none (neither old nor young) preſume 
to go out without the Maſter or Miſtreſs's Leave. 
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XVIII. Tur particular Care be likewiſe taken of 


the Education, Manners, and Behaviour of the Chil- 
dren of the Charity-School taught in the Workhouſe; 
and that their Names be called over at ſeven a Clock 
in the Summer, and eight in the Winter half Year, 
every Morning, and at one in the Afternoon: And if 
any be miſting, to be put down with Notes for tardy, 
or abſent; and that great Faults, as Lying, Swearing, 
Stealing, playing at Church, Truanting, Sc. be alſo 
noted down in Weekly Bills, to be laid before the Go- 
vernors every Sunday-Evening. 

XIX. Tur all the Children appear then conſtantly 
before the Governors, to ſhew the Condition of their 
Cloaths, and to be examined in the Progreſs they make 
in their Learning ; that the Maſter and Scholars may 
have their due Commendations, and the Benefactors all 
the Comfort they propoſe to themſelves, by encourag- 
ing this Deſign. 

Laſtly, Tua the Maſter and Miſtreſs uſe all poſſible 
Care to promote Peace, and good Order in the Houſe; 
and that they treat the elderly People calmly and ten- 
derly ; and to lay all material Complaints before the Go- 
yernors, without attempting to remove them themſelves. 


Tas Bill of Fare allows Fleſh three Days in the 
Week, and in other Reſpects is much the ſame as in 
other Houſes. 

Tu Accounts of Receipts and Diſburſements for the 
Houſe, are regularly kept for the Inſpection of any 
of, the Benefactors or Pariſhioners. But, for the Read- 
er's Satisfaction, the Account of Expences for the Year 
1723, is here ſubjoin- d.

Br the foregoing Account, five Articles ſuffice, 
for the moſt Part, for the Weekly Expences, which 
may be all expreſſed in ſo many Lines; and at the End 
of each Quarter the Totals are computed. The An- 
nual Articles are accounted for in the Quarters in 
which they happen. 

Ix the Year, for which the foregoing Account was 
kept, 30 Perſons were, one Week with another, 
maintained in the Houſe; ſo that the Weekly Charge 
per Head amounts to about 1s. 8d. 2. And the Earn- 
ings by Labour, which are about Bs. per Week to the 
Houſe are clearly ſaved to the Pariſh. 


Tat Chief Buſineſs which employs the Poor here is 


Spinning, for which one Perſon in the Neighbourhood 
furniſhes them with Wool ready prepared for the 
Wheel from time to time, as they want it. 

Tuis Perſon pays a Penny for every Skain that 
is ſpun ; the Skain conſiſting of ſo many Threads as is 
ulual. 

Ap the Houſe pays a Penny ſor every Ounce of 
Wool that is Joſt or waſted of the Quantity delivered 
in. By which Means all Trouble of buying or ſelling 
Materials for employing the Poor is avoided.

UR Workhouſe was built in 118 towards 

0 which we borrowed 560). pulled down 3 Houſes, 
and an old Barn belonging to the Pariſh, and houghr 
another Houſe adjoining, ſo that the Parifh laid out 
about 840). before they could accompliſh it; the 
Conſequence of which has been, that we have faved 
near 2000. per Annum, for by looking back on the Pa- 
Tiſh Books, we find that the Charge of the Poor,  &c. 
for 22 Years paſt, has been, content b Annis, at the rate 
of 570. per Annum, and ſince the Workhouſe has been 
built, about 3801. per Annum, and by keeping on the 
Aﬀeſſments as they were made ſeveral Years before the 
Work houſe was built, we have been enabled not only 
| to pay all the Money we borrowed, but the reſt of our 
Expences on the Building ; and a large Balance being 
in the Officers hand laſt Year, we have made our Aſſeſſ- 
ment for this Year at half the Rate it uſed to be. | 
AT the firſt opening of the Houſe, there were Truf- 
tees or Governors choſen to inſpect the Management 
of it, who lived in the Town near the Workhouſle, but 
theſe Gentlemen were rarely willing to take the Trou- 
ble upon them, by reaſon of the ſmall Share they paid 
towards the Support of it, in comparifon to what the 
Farmers do; and therefore the Management has been 
chiefly in the Hands of the Officers, who are gene- 
rally the moſt ſubſtantial Farmers; and they having 
bad the Happineſs to chooſe a good Maſter, they de- 
pend on his Conduct, who keeps the Accounts very 
well, and following the Orders preſcribed for the Diet 
and ere of the Houſe, there have been few 
Complaints, the Shopkeepers and Butchers generally 
having their Turns in ſerving the Houfe. |

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Tus Number in Family has been ſometimes 45 and 
46, but are now about 40, near half of whom are old 
People. | 

THE Children are employ'd in Spinning and Knit- 
ting, and have not only ſpun what has been neceſſa ry 
for their own wear, and for ſupplying the Houſe, but 
for furniſhing ſome neceſſitous People out of the 
Houſe, where the Officers have judged it neceſſary. 
They are likewiſe taught to read by ſuch of the Wo- 
men of the Houſe, as are moſt capable; the Maſter 
bears them ſay the Catechiſm, and reads Prayers to 
them twice every Day. Eight Children have been put 
out to Apprentiſhips, and four to Services. I. a 

HITrHER TO we have ſuffered no Inconvenience worth 
Natice by the Management of Pariſh-Officers, there 
having been a Succeſhon of them that have had Re- 
gard to the Rules at firſt eſtabliſhed for the Govern- 
ment of it; and tho' there may ſeem ſome Partiality 
in ſerving the Workhouſe themſelves with Corn and 
Woad, yet as thoſe Articles have been delivered at 
the Market-Price, they could not be cenſured. How- 
ever, as we cannot be aſſured of the Integrity of their 


Succeſſors, it is to be wiſhed that the Truſtees could 


be prevail'd on to make their Viſits more frequent, to 
prevent any Poſſibility of future Irregularities. 

IF the Parliament ſhould again take theſe Houſes 
under their Conſideration, it is much to be wiſhed 


that they would confer a proper Authority, for puniſh- 


ing the Diſorders that frequently happen among Peo- 
ple of a low Education. For in many Places where 
there are Workhouſes, there is no Juſtice of Peace, but 
at a great Diſtance, which has often obliged the Offi- 
cers to bear with many Diſorders, rather than be at 


the Charge and Trouble of carrying the Offenders be- 


fore a Juſtice. And when the Puniſhments at Bridezwell 
are allotted to the Offenders, even that has been at- 


tended with ſo much Trouble and Charge, that they 
have choſe rather to bear with the Offences, than 
make Complaints at the Expence of ſo many Dith- 
culties, which perlliaps might be redreſſed, by autho- 


rizing 


the

rizing the Truſtees or Governors of each Workhouſe 
to inflict Puniſhments for leſſer Crimes, by the Maſter 
in the Workhouſe, and for greater, by the proper 
Officer, at the Whipping- poſt publickly, where Reſort 
cannot be conveniently had to a Juſtice of Peace. 

Givz me leave to mention one thing more as wore 
thy of being ſubmitted to the Conſideration of the Le- 
giſlature, at a proper Time, ſome poor People have 
found Means to be an Annual Burthen upon the Pa- 
riſhes they live in, and by that Impoſition have been 
enabled to hoard up a Sum or Sums of Money, not 
diſcovered till after they were dead, and ſometimes 
buried at the Charge ef the Pariſh, notwithſtanding 
which their Relations have taken ſuch Money, and 
their other little Effects, and the Overſeers of the Poor 
have acquieſced in it, rather than be liable to a Law- 
ſuit. But if the Pariſh-Officers and Overſcers ot the 
Poor were made Heirs to the perſonal Effects of ſuch Poor 
as die under their Care, ſo as to apply the Produce of 
ſuch Effects, towards the Relief of thg-furviving Poor, 
in their reſpective Pariſhes, if it did not prevent thoſe 
Impoſitions, it would at leaſt authorize a juſt Application 
of tlie Effects of ſuch Impoſtures, after their Death. 

AND if the Children were allowed to be bound out 
for a leſs Term than 24 Years, as they are in the AQ 
of Parlizment lately paſſed in Favour of Canterbury 
Workhouſe, it might make them more faithful, and 
prevent their deſerting their Maſters before their Time 
is out.

HE Number of thoſe maintain'd in the Work- 
houſe here is ſeventeen, viz. 8 old, and young, 
almoſt all of them unable to do any Work for their 
Livelihood, except three Boys, who are employ'd in 
working for Weavers, which brings in about gs. per 
Week. As to the Subſiſtence of the Poor, the Inha- 
bitants have agreed, that each of them will rake it 
by Turns, one, one Week, and another, another, to 
buy in Proviſion. Their Expence now. only amounts 
to 100h per Aunuim; whereas before it was above 170ʃ. 
| They 
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They allow a Man 25. 6d. a Week to keep them in 
good Order, to cut their Victuals, and to teach the 
Children to read. 

Ir is not yet two Years ſince it was firft begun, 
and was deſign'd chiefly to leſſen the Poor's Levies, 
which were grown very great, and were likely to in- 
creaſe, and in Reference to this, it has already had 
a very good Effect, and it is hoped in time it will 
turn to a much better Account. The Number of Poor 
was great, that is, of idle People, who defired Col- 
lection, and, if refuſed it, would make their Com- 
plaint to a Juſtice of the Peace, and ſometimes get 
an Order, or Warrant, ſome for two Shillings, ſome 
three Shillings, ſome for four Shillings per Week, with 
which the Pariſh was exceedingly perplexed, and were 


thereby put upon ſetting up the Workhouſe ; nor are 


they now peſter'd with the Poor, as they were wont 
to be: For if they come to the Officers for Collection, 
they take them into the Workhouſe, and employ thoſe 
that are able, and keep them to Work. Thoſe that are 
decrepid, or decay'd by old Age, or any ways unable, 
they maintain. 

Tae Workhouſe is a well-contriv'd Building, in 
Form of a Court four-ſquare, with ſeveral Apartments 
for lodging, and other Conveniencies There 1s a Hall, 
or long Room, with Tables and Benches, where they 
have their ſet Meals, and where afterwards they may 
ſpin; and in Summer the young Boys or Girls may ſpin 
in the Court, They have laid in a Proviſion of ſeveral 
Cheeſes, and of Coals, for which they have convenient 
Places. At preſent, as far as I can perceive, it may be 
called rather an Almſbouſe, than a Workbouſe z thoſe 
who are able to work do not care to come into it, be- 
cauſe of "the Confinement to which they muſt then be 
fubject : For it is an Order of the Houſe, not to ſuffer 
thoſe who come into it for Maintenance, or for Work, 
to go out, or to ramble abroad to beg, as they us'd to 
do. They are kept cloſe to their Work and Buſineſs, 
which is the Reaſon why they have ſo few in the 
Houſe, notwithſtanding they are fo well provided for 

I with 
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with Neceſſaries. For they give no Collection now to 
any, as they did formerly. They have taken upon them 
to provide either Maintenance or Work for their Poor, 
viz. ſuch of them as want Work. But there is little 
Danger of that. For poor People are now generally got 


into the Way of ſpinning Jerſey, which turns to a good 
Account, for they can have ready Money for their

N April laſt, St. Martin's Pariſh determined to con- 
vert their Pariſh-Houſes into a Workhouſe, by 


joining two of the lower Apartments into one, for a 
Working-Room, and fitting up two others for a 
Kitchin, a Cellar, Sc. and furniſhing them. _ 

Tux firſt made Choice of a Maſter, who has the 
immediate Care of the Poor, to keep them in Order, 
and employ them in ſuch Work as they are capable 
of, and ſee that their Food is duly prepared and given 
to them, Sc. He has two Apartments afhgn'd to him, 
his Diet and Waſhing, and 12/. per Annum Salary. 

Tux Pariſh Overſeers buy all things neceffary for 
the Houſe, and the Poor in it: For their Cloathing, 
they buy whole Pieces of Woollen and Linnen ; which, 
when cut out, is made up into Cloaths, by ſuch of the 
Poor as are capable of it. 

Tax Overſeers, about once in a Month, fend in 
five Strike of Malt, which the Maſter brews at once 
into good Drink ; and every Saturday the Overſeers 
buy for them a ſufficient Quantity of good wholeſome 
Meat, and ſend it to the Maſter. : 
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Tr any of the Poor fall fick, a proper Proviſion 18 
made for them, and ſome of their Fellow-Poor are ap- 
pointed to attend them. | | 
TukEv are all confined within the Precincts of the 
Houſe, and are not to go out of it without Leave of 
the Maſter ; if any of them have Employment abroad, 
they are obliged to return in a due Hour; and who- 
ever employs them, agrees with the Maſter for the 
Wages, and pays them to him; which, together with 
the Product of the Labours of the reſt, he delivers to

Workhouſe in St. Margaret's Pariſh ; who tells me, that 
before the building of the Pariſh-houſes in 1714, they 
Paid above 301. per Annum Rent for the Poor, and 
that the whole Charge on the Poor was about 300l. 
per Annum; for defraying which, they levied 4s. in 
the Pound Rent. For building the Houſes, they bor- 
rowed 2401. and reduced their Levies from 45. to 33. 
4d. by which Levies fo reduced, they paid off the 
240l. in 5 Years. | 

ABOUT 1720, the Poor began to increaſe again 
ſo that there was little or no further Abatement in 
their Levies. oP 

In 1723, they borrowed 200. for making Altera- 
tions and additional Buildings to the Pariſh-houſes built 
1714; as a Working-Room, a Kitchin, Cellar, a Pump, 
and other Conveniencies, for turning them into a 
Workhouſe, which, he believes, will ſave the Pariſh 
two Thirds of their former Levies. 


Brok the ſetting up the Workhouſe, the weekly _ 


Payments to the Poor were 31. 5s. or thereabouts,

Taz Small-Pox being this Year very rife in the Town,

HERE has been a Workhouſe at this Place 
about three Years, and the firſt Year we put our 

Poor into it, our Poor's Levy was abated more than a 
fourth Part, tho' we paid a Salary to one for looking 
after them. But not being well provided with a Go- 
vernor, we were ſeveral times obliged to change, which 
put us to ſome more Charge. This obliged us to alter 
our Merhod from what it was : Before we agreed for 
a certain Sum, as go or 100), for their Maintenance, 


and all that concerned them, as Houſe Rent, Food, 


Phyſick, Cloathing, &c. excepting only Charges at 
Law, in caſes of Controverſy, But this Year we have 


built them a convenient Houſe upon our own Ground, 


and out of their own Number, make Choice of the 
moſt prudent, one or more to look after the reſt. And 
our Overſeers of the Poor, in their ſeveral Quarters, 
buy in their Proviſions at the beſt hand for them, and 
furniſh them with all other Neceſſaries as they come 
to be wanted ; and keep a Book of Accounts, in which 
they put down all Particulars of what Money they lay 
out, and what they receive for the Poor's Work, as ſpin- 
ning, winding Quills, waſhing abroad in the Town, or 
other Day Labour, more or leſs, whatever they do; 
for all which their Inſpector is accountable, and every

| Maintenance, was opened on St. Thomas's Day, 
1724, and built at the Expence of about 7 or 8004. 
Part of which Money was lent to the Pariſh without 
Intereſt by the Lord of the Manor, and repaid to him 
out of the Money ariſing from the Poor's Tax; ſo that 
we hope, with good management, our Tax, which 1s- 
now a Shilling in the Pound, wil] be reduced to two 
Groats, if not to Sixpence. It was never leſs than ſix- 
teen Pence, before the Houſe was built, and ſometimes 
from twenty to twenty-two Pence. 

Trp Houſe is ſpacious enough to receive 50 Perſons, 
as it fomectimes. has done, tho' now there are in it but 
34, Viz. 11 Men, 7 Women, and 16 Children, which 
are all provided with the Neceſſaries for Life.

HE Working Charity-School here conſiſts of 
more than 60 Children of both Sexes, taught 
upon Charity, under the Care of one Miſtreſs, aſſiſted 
by her Huſband, whoſe Induſtry and good Manage- 
ment has ſo much recommended them, that about 40 
other Cildren of ſubſtantial Parents, who pay for the 


Inſtruction of their Children, are put under their Care. 


Tr1s School, which now conſiſts of 100 Children, 
from 4 to 18 Years of Age, began about 1705, with a 
ſmall Number taught to read only; and the Miſtreſs, 
of her own accord, put the Children upon Spinning and 
Knitting, and took the Profits of their Labour for her 
Trouble in teaching them : Afterwards, to encourage 
the Children's Induſtry, ſhe contented herſelf with two 
Pence a Week from the Earnings of thoſe that ſpun, 
three-half-pence a Week from thoſe that knit, and an 
Allowance of a Penny weekly for thoſe that only 
learned to read. And that the Children might gain 
the more for their own and their Parents Support, two 


Publick-ſpirited Perſons, one upon the Place, and the 


other at London, (whoſe Names deſerve to be men- 
tioned with Honour, if they would permit it) paid all 
the Pence, Three-half-pences and two-pences, that, 
according to the Rule, the Miſtreſs was entitled to : 
So that now only one Penny a Week is deducted from 
the Earnings of each Spinner till the Wheel and Reel 
are paid for, which they make Ulſe of, and take away 
when they leave the School : And when any of the 
Spinners or Knitters want to be cloathed, ſixpence a 
Fortnight is deducted out of their reſpective A 
for that Purpoſe. 

THE Children earn, ſome terkr pech others 
eighteen-pence or two Shillings, and the moſt diligent 
two Shillings and ſix-pence a Week: And the Parents 

L 4 find 
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find their Advantage ſo much in the Children's Learn- 
ing, that in the Summer they ſend them to School at 5 
or 6 a Clock in the Morning, where they continue till 
8 or gat Night; and in the Minter, from 6 or 7 in the 
Morning, till 7 or 8 at Night; allowing only a little 
Intermiſſion for Dinner. 
- Two Men, one from Northampton, and the other 
from Wellingborough, ſupply the School every Fortnight 
with Jerſey (or Wool prepared) for ſpinning, and Yarn 
for knitting, and at the fame time pay for the Earnings 
of the Children: Moſt of what is ſpun, is carried to 
Coventry, to be wrought into Stuffs, Serges, Shalloons, 
and other Things. 

Ox of the publick-ſpirited Perſons above-men- 
tioned did, about 1715, build a large Houſe. which 
will hold, on two Floors, 56 Wheels, ſo contrived, that 


the Miffreſs might ſee both Floors at the ſame time, 


and direct all the Children at Pleaſure, 

THERE is a Charity-Box at the Door, which is 
opened once a Year, and the Money found therein 
equally diſtributed among the Children. 

The Miltreſs takes all the Children one Day after 
Harveſt into the Bean- fields, where they gather and lay 
in Heaps, as much Bean-ſtubble as ſerves them for Fir- 
ing all Minder; the Farmers, at their Leiſure, carrying it 
to the School-houſe Gratis- And tho upon all Conſidera- 
tions, the Contributions for upholding this School do, 
for the moſt Part, not exceed twenty Pounds per Annum; 
yer the Profits of it every Fortnight, are from twenty 
to twenty five Pounds, which is 5 or 6co!. per Annum 
Benefit to the Town. 

ThE Work of theſe Children is fo ordered, that it 
is no manner of Hindrance to their learning to read, and 
ſay the Catechiſm, the Common Prayer, the Collects 
for the Day, the Bible, and other uſetul Books of In- 
ſtruction; and one of the Truſtees of the Charity of 


the late Philip Lord Wharton, furniſhes them Annually 


with Bibles and other good Books, 
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Afternoon; but they being perfect in Reading before 
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Findon, alias Thingdon, Northampton 
. 


N the Charity-School at this Place, 20 poor Girls 

are ſet to Work, Taught, Lodg'd, and wholly 
maintained, after the. following Manner. 

16 Girls are conſtantly kept to ſpinning Jerſey, at 
which they earn Weekly 1/. 4s. They are never 
taſked at above 4d. a Day, and all that the great 
Girls get beſides, they have for themſelves, the little 


Girls are taſked as they are able to ſpin, 2d. or 3d. 


a Day. 

THE other 4 Girls, who are called Houſewifes, take 
their Turns in doing the Work in the Family; whilſt 
the 3 others learn all ſorts of Work, to fit them for 
Service, viz. ſpinning Linnen, knitting Gloves and 
Stockings, ſewing, marking, and mending all their 
Cloaths, both Linnen and Woollen ; for Taylors are 
only employ'd to cut out their Mantuas, and plait 


them, which comes but to 25. for the 20 Girls; the 


reft, the Miſtreſs and theſe Houſewiſes finiſh ; all the 
Houſewifes help to waſh ; but ſhe, whoſe Turn it is 
to be maid, brews, milks, gets their Diet, Sc. but is 
over- looked by the Miſtreſs or Dame, to tee ſhe does it 
as ſhe ought. 

TkEsk Girls earn about 60/. a Year towards their 


| Maintenance, beſides ſpinning their own Linnen, knit- 


ting their own Stockings, and every other Year ſpinning 
their Woollen Cloaths, which, being made of ſtrong 


Serges, laſt them two Years. 


As to their learning to read, c. the Miſtreſs teaches 
three of them at a Time, who are called out of the 
Spinning-Room, and read as long as ſhe thinks proper; 
and then three others ſucceed, til they are all heard, 
every Morning and Afternoon. 

THz Houſewifes allo read a Chapter Morning and

they are taken to be Houſewifes, ſpend leſs Time in it 
than the others. 


- Tax Girls read alſo the Chapters and Pſalms, ap- 


pointed for the Evening Service, after Supper, Verſe 
by Verſe, as they ſit round the Table; but not ſo after 
Breakfaſt, becauſe they read them, for the Morning, at 
Church. The Girls take it by Turns to ſay Prayers 
in the Family Morning and Evening, which every one 
of them learns without Book; and they alſo vy Turns 
ſay Grace at their Meals. 

SUNDAYS and other Holy-Days are a good Part 
ſpent in reading the Bible, the Whole Duty of Man, and 


other Books printed chiefly for the Uſe of Charity- - 
Schools: They who have the beſt Memories, get the 


Expoſition of the Church-Catechiſm without Book, 
and then teach and examine the reſt while they ſpin ; 
by theſe Means they are very perfe& in it on Sundays, 
when they are catechized at Church. 

Tuer are likewiſe taught to ſing Pſalins; which 
they practice at their Wheels. 


Taz four Houſewifes are taught to write and caſt 


Accompts, which they do very well; when they are 
ſent out to Service, four others are choſen out of the 
Spinning Room to ſucced them. 

Tusk Girls go to Church every Day. And when 
paſt 16, go to the Monthly Sacrament, when examined 
and approved of by the Miniſter. They commonly ſtay 
till 17, before they go to Service. 

ALL of them, as ſoon as they can read handſomely, 
carry a new Teſtament and Common-Prayer Book to 
Church with them; but none of them has a Bible giv- 
en them, till they can ſay Our Saviour's Sermon upon the 
Mount, and the Expoſition of the Church-Catechiſm, 
perfectly without Book; and likewiſe ſuch Prayers and 
Collects as are appointed by the Order of the School. 

No Girl! is ſuffered to go out, except to Church 
on Sunday, which hath not got the Collect for that 


Week without Book : but thoſe that have, are ſuffer'd 


to go home, and t-e their Parents, after the Evening 
Prayers arc over, 
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Tux Proviſions for ſupporting this School ſeldom 
exceed Weekly.

From Michaelmas to May-Day, they have hot 
Breakfaſts of their own dreffing : At Chriſtmas they 
learn to make minc'd Pies, and at other Times Cheeſe- 
Cakes, and Apple Pies, as the Seaſon of the Year affords 


the Materials for them: Their own Dairy ſupplies them 


plentifully with Milk and Butter good Part of the Year, 
and leads them to underſtand Houſewifry.

T is now five Years ſince this Town, burthen'd 

with the Poors Taxes, reſolved in a Veſtry to 
purchaſe a Houſe for the Maintenance and Employ- 
ment of the Poor, who were as full of Idleneis, as 
they were of Complaints, and they choſe ſeven Go- 
vernors and Truſtees, beſide the two Overſeers who 
are choſen Annually; there is a Maſter and Miſtreſs 
appointed to take Care of Proviſions for the Houſe, 
and to keep thoſe employed, who are able to work ; 
there are now in the Houſe, ſix old Men, five old 
Women, and nine Children; the Women and Chil- 


dren are employ'd in Spinning and Knitting : And the 
2 Men 
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Men and Boys, who are able, are ſent to Plow for the 
Farmers, and feed and look after their Cattle at home; 
the Profits ariſing from their Labour, which is gene- 
rally about ſix Shillings per Week, che Maſter of the 
Houſe accounts for oe a Week to the Truſtees; and 
the Expences of the Houſe, which he alſo layy before 
them as often, is uſually about 4os. 

Tits, Sir, is, I doubt, but a confus'd Aecvune, but 
however I beg leave to add one Circumſtance more, 
which, I believe, will be a good Encouragement to 
others to take the ſame, or ſome other like Method; 


that whereas the Overſeer's Bill before uſed to riſe to 
© half a Crown in the Pound per Annum often, and fel- 


dom or never leſs than 2s, they now come to no more 
than 10d. or 11d. ſo that, upon a fair Calculation, the 
Town is eaſed of two Thirds of their Charge, and yet 
I affore you the Poor are provided for in a very plen- 
riful manner, and have every thing neceſſary or conve- 
nient in Lite.

E have only one Workhouſe, which was erected 

in the Year 1696, by Ad of Parliament, by 

which the Mayor, Aldermen, and 48 other Perſons, 
that is 4 out of each Ward, were incorporated to take 
Care of the Poor of the whole City. Theſe were im- 
powered to raiſe at firſt 2376/!. per Annum upon the 
Inhabitants for maintaining and putting the Poor to 
work. They had likewiſe Benefactions given, amount- 
ing to 5 or 6000!. and hereupon they purchaſed a large 
Houſe called the Mint, (becauſe in it the Money was 
recoined, when the clip'd Money was called in) in the 
Pariſh of St. Peter's near the Church, where they en- 
tertain the Poor, and do ſtill to the Number of three 
or fourſcore Perſons, young and old, chiefly Chil- 


| dren; but theſe are only a ſmall Part of the Poor of the 


City, for much the greater Part are lodged in other 
ſmall Tenements, or Hoſpitals, in the ſeveral Pariſhes: 
and thoſe in the great Houſe called the Mint, have 

| their 
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their Meat, Drink, Waſhing and Lodging provided for 
them in their own Houſe, by a certain Allowance every 
Week. There is likewiſe Money iſſued by the Trea- 
ſurer to the Guardians of each Ward, to be diſtributed 
Weekiy, according to the Number of the Poor in that 
Ward, and their Neceſſity, as it is repreſented to the 
Court, to ſome more, and to others leſs. 

From their firſt Erection in the Year 1696, to the 
Year 1714, they continued to put the Poor to work, 
I mean, thoſe they had in their Workhouſe, called the 
Mint. And they tried them upon a great many different 
Sorts of Work, to make them uſeful toward their Sup- 


port, but not only without any Benefit from their La- 


bour, but to the great Loſs of the Corporation. For 
as ſoon as any came to do any thing tolerably well, that 
they migh: have been aſliſting to the Younger, and 
leſs practiſed, they went off to Sea, or were Appren- 
tieed in the City; by which Means the publick were 
ſo far benefited, though the Corporation bore the 
Lofs of the Charge of teaching them, and of all the 
Tools with which they were to Work, and of the Ma- 
terials for it. For they made nothing perfect, or Mer- 
chantable from their Work, but only ſpoiPd the Mate- 


rials. So that, inſtead of leſſening the Charge of main». 
taining the Poor, they encreaſed it, inſomuch that in 


the Beginning of the Year 1714, they had not only 


ſpent every Years Income, but had ſunk all their Bene - 


factions, and borrowed ſeveral Thouſand Pounds of the 


City, It was then found neceſſary, to prevent their 


utter Ruin, to petition the Parliament to grant them 
Power to raiſe the Sum of 3500. per Annum upon the 
Inhabitants, which was granted them. And then they 
immediately laid aſide their Projects of Labour, and 


ſet themſelves to find out thoſe who had no Right of 
Settlement in this City, and ſending them away to the 


Places to which they belonged ; they have by this 
means, and a frugal Management, in a great Meaſure 
retrieved their former Loſſes, and do now not only 
ſupport the Poor, but have paid off their former Debts, 
and got back zoo2!. of the Benefactions they had * ;

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but I do not find that they have ſet them to any con- 
ſtant Work, till about a Vear and an half ago, when 


| a Gentleman of this City, a great Dealer in Malt and 


Corn, entered into an Agreement with the Corporation 
of the Mint or Poor, according to which he is to fur- 
niſh the Poor there, to the Number of 50 or 60, chiefly 
Children, with a Maſter- Workman (to whom I think 
he gives 5ol. per Annum Salary) for teaching them to 
weave and make Sacks to hold Corn, and to provide 
likewiſe the Tools and Materials, that is, Hemp, Flax, 
Sc. and to build a Shed upon the River-fide, near the 
Houſe, to work in; in Conſideration of which, he is to 
have the Benefit of their Labour, that is, of the Sacks 
they make, giving a ſmall Gratuity to each, as he 
thinks fir, and they have, their Maintenance from the 
Publick as before; and this, as I hear, is likely to 
ſucceed, they making and ſelling Sack or Bags to hold. 


Corn, &c, cheaper and better than we were wont to

A Second Letter from Beverley. 


March 25, 1728. 
S1 R, 
URSUANT to your Requeſt, I have inſpected 
the Reſolutions and Proceedings of the Pariſhes 
of Beverley, in relation to the building of a Work- 
houſe, the lodging, maintaining, and employing the 
Poor therein, and now ſend you an Abſtract of them. 
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Tre Pariſhioners being made ſenſible of the great 
Uſe and Benefit of Workhouſes, by a Peruſal of the 
Account of them, publiſhed at Lowdow 1725, and by 
a Sermon preached for that purpoſe, and ſeveral Con- 
ferences with. ſuch as had obſerved the Management of 
Workhouſes elſewhere; and could therefore demon- 


ſtrate the Advantage of them; the firſt Step taken 


was, to call diſtin Veſtries held January 13, 172 5-6, 
in the ſeveral Pariſhes of St. Mary and St. Nicholas 
united, and of St, Martin's within the Town. 


In which it was ſeverally reſolved to purſue the 


Powers of the Act of Parliament, and to purchaſe, hire, 
or build a Houſe, which might be capable of receiv- 
ing the Poor of the whole Town, to this end an Union 
of the ſeveral Pariſhes was propoſed and agreed to, a 
Committee of each Pariſh appointed to meet with thofe 
of the other, in order to ſettle the Terms of Union, 
and conſider of Ways and Means for providing a con- 
venient Houſe for lodging, maintaining and employing 
the Poor. | | | „ 

By Virtue of their Orders, the Committee had ſeve- 


ral Meetings, and adjuſted the Proportion of the Poors 


Rates for the future after the Union ſhould commence ; 
procured a Plan of an Houſe, and an Eſtimate of the 
Expence ; - contrived a Method of raiſing Money, with 
as much eaſe to the Pariſhioners as poſſible, and in all 
their Proceedings had this View, not only to avoid 


laying any great Burthen upon the preſent Inhabitants, 


but by proceeding in an eaſy and practical Method, to 
induce others to purſue ſo goad a Deſign, when it ſhould 
appear that it might be done, without any great or 
preſent Expence to the Pariſhioners. To this end, any 
Application to Repreſentatives in Parliament, or others, 
was avoided, that it might be the Act of the Inhabi- 
tants in general, and ſuit the Circumſtances of any 
other Pariſh or Townſhip in the Neighbourhood, who 
ſhould be diſpoſed to follow the Example. Matters 
being prepared by the Committee, a general Meeting 
of all the Pariſhes, upon due Notice given, was held

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in the Town-Hall, April 24, 1726, and the following

THAT the Poor of the ſeveral Pariſhes be lodged,

Occupiers of Lands, to be a fund to borrow Money, to 
Pay Intereſt, and be a ſinking Fund-for Repayment of 
the Principal. 
Tzis was judged more adviſeable than to raiſe the 
whole Charge in a ſhorter Time, as what would meet 
with leſs Oppoſition, and be more readily ſubmitted to. 
But leſt this Fund ſhould not anſwer the End it was 
propoſed for, I mean the borrowing Part, as being, in 
the Opinion of ſome, an uncertain Security, the Com- 
mittee propoſed to Mortgage the Houſe when built, as 
an undeniable Security, which was afterwards done, 
and the Money was quickly procured. | 
For which purpoſe the Church-Wardens and Over- 


ſeers of the Poor of the ſeveral Pariſhes had full Pow- 


ers given to borrow and give Security for ſuch Sum or 
Sums of Money as ſhould be neceſſary for building the 
Houſe, the Security to be given in ſuch Way and Me- 


thod, as by Council learned in the Law, ſhould be ad- 


viſed, for their own and the Safety of the Lender. 

A Committee was then appointed to build the 
Houſe, according to the Plan and Situation directed in 
the Order, and the utmoſt Diſpatch and Expedition re- 
commended. | 

In conſequence of theſe Reſolntions, the Union was 
approved and confirmed, as the Act of Parliament ap- 
points, under the Hands and Seals of ſeyeral Juſtices 
of the Peace, in and for the ſaid Town. 
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IMMEDIATELY, after this, the Committee proceeded 
to build the Houſe ; the Situation was upon a Piece 
of Ground belonging to the Corporation in Truſt ; and 
becauſe that was too ſtrait for the Deſign, a Gentleman 


of Hull, Merchant, was applied to for a little Garden 


adjoining, and Propoſals were made to him, either to 
purchaſe or take a long Leaſe ; but he generouſly, in 


Conjunction with his Mother, who had a Life Eſtate 


in it, made a preſent of the Premiſes, and gave the 
Garden to the Corporation, in Trult for ever, for the 
Uſe of the Work houſe; of theſe two Parcels we took 
a leaſe for 500 Years, at the reſerved Rent of 30. 10s. 
per Annum, the old Rent of that Part which belonged 
to the Corporation, which Leaſe was granted to the 
Churchwardens and Overſeers of the ſeveral Pariſhes 
then being, and their Succeſſors for the Term ſpecified, 
Tre Churchwardens and Overſeers, hereby being 
in Poſſeſſion of the Ground, and the Houſe erected, or 
to be erected upon it, mortgaged the ſame for the Sum 
of 600/. which Sum not proving ſufficient, a Loan has 
| fince been made of about 1007. more, by a voluntary 
Subſcription without Intereſt, ſeveral Perſons advanc- 
ing ſmall Sums, to be repaid out of the firſt Savings. 
Br theſe Methods we were enabled to build a 


Workhouſe, capable of containing about 100 People, 


which we propoſed not to open till Mid/ummer 1727, 
that we might not hazard the Health of the Poor, by 
placing them-in a damp Houſe. We had therefore 
no Occaſion to call any other Veſtry till April 23, 
1727. At which Time we had another general 
Meeting, wherein 12 Truſtees or Governors were 
appointed for the Condut and Management of the 
Houſe, choſen out of 3 Pariſhes, and to be continued 
till the Appointment of others to ſucceed them in 
ſome future Veſtry; the Churchwardens and Overſeers 
of the ſeveral Pariſhes were impowerd to contract 
with the ſaid Truſtees, for the lodging, keeping, and 
employing of the Poor, and taking the Benefit of their 
Work and Labour, for their better Maintenance and 
Relief, and the Truſtees were empowered to finiſh and 

tur- 
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ni the Houſe, to chuſe a Maſter, to make Rules 
and Orders for the Government of the Family, to 
lodge, diet, cloath, and employ the Poor; to direct 
their ſeveral Buſineſs and Employment, according to 
their Age and Capacity ; they, or any five of them, 
to make and ſign all neceſſary Orders, and do all rea ſon- 
able Acts for the due and regular Management of the 
Charity; to account Quarterly if called upon, or at leaſt 
at the end of the Year, and every Year, in a Veſtry to 
be ſummoned for that purpoſe. | 
THz Truſtees having contracted with the Church- 
wardens and Overſeers according to the above recited 
Order, the Overſeers, at their Requeſt, gave Notice 
to all the Poor, that the Weekly Allowances were to 
ceaſe at Midſummer; that ſuch as were not able to 
maintain themſelves and Families, muſt apply to the 
Governors of the Workhouſe, to be by them provided 
for. And tho' before the opening of the Houſe, 116 
received the Pariſh Allowance, not above 8 came in 
at firſt, and we have never exceeded 26 in the Houſe 
all this Winter, tho” all kind of Proviſions have been 
exdceſſively dear, and the Seaſon very ſickly ; and as 
to the extraordinary Allowances, I mean the Proviſion 
for Bed-rid Perſons, ſick Families, and other occaſional 
Demands of that kind, the Expence has not riſen be- 
yond 12 or 135. per Week, at any one Time, ſometimes 
not above 6 or 7. Though I am perſuaded, if the 
Houſe had not been opened, the Overſeers would not 
have had leſs than 200 People upon their Hands, and 
in all Probability, the Rates muſt have been near double 
to what they had been other Years. In this Point, at 
leaft, we have ſaved conſiderably, and what more from 
the uſual Rates, I cannot yet ſay, till the Year expires, 
and the Accounts be made up. . 
Taz moſt of the Poor who have come into the 
Workhouſe, being either very old, or Children, we have 
not much Benefit from their Labour; ſuch as have 
been accuſtomed to ſpin, knit, ſew, or work Lace, we 
employ in what they have been uſed to, the reſt in 
picking Ockam, in the Buſineſs of the Houſe or Garden, 
or 
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or let out for Hire as Labourers, or to work at their 
reſpective Trades for ſuch Wages as we can get, and 
for which they were too proud, or too lazy to work, 
before they were under our Management; and for that 
Reaſon, either ſtarved, or were thrown upon the Pariſh. 
As to their Diet, we allow Fleſh Meat twice a Week, 


on other Days, Rice-Milk, Haſty-Puddings, Peaſe-Por- 


ridge, Baked Cakes, Puddings or Dumplins, for Break- 
faſt and Supper, Bread and Milk in Summer, Milk- 
Porridge in Winter, and ſometimes Bread and Cheeſe. 
The Orders are taken from thoſe of St. Giles's in Lon- 


don, and reprinted with ſome little Alteration, as the 


Difference of our Circumſtances required. 
TH1s is what occurred to me moſt material, in re- 
Jation to the Workhouſe at Beverley, and what at pre- 


ſent I am able to give you an Accouut of: But I had 
almoſt forgot to acquaint you, that the Truſtees meet 


once a Week at the Workhouſe, to give neceſſary Or- 


ders and Directions, and that their frequent Meetings 
have been in ſome meaſure neceſſary, till we have got 


Matters into a ſettled Method, afterwards once a 
Month we think will be ſufficient 5 we take our Turns 
in viſiting our Weeks round, and generally the Viſitor 

goes once a Day to the Houſe, to inſpe& their Beha- 
viour, direct their Work, and give ſuch Orders from 
time to time, as he judges neceffary, as alſo to buy, 
or procure to be bought, their Victuals, Materials to 
work upon, Working-tools, Cloaths, &c. We take 
this extraordinary Trouble upon ourſelyes for a time, 
becauſe Beginnings are Difficult, and without ſuch an 
Inſpe&ion, People who have been moſt of their Lives 
idle, would continue to be ſo; and they who have been 
ſo long their own Maſters, would not eaſily be ſubject 
to the Maſter we have ſer over them. | 


To encourage the poor People to work, we allow 


them two Pence out of every Shilling they earn, as is 
done in St. Gz/es's in the Field's Workhouſe at London. 
We oblige the Poor that come into the Workhouſe to 
wear Badges on their Sleeves, purſuant to the Statute : 
This we found ourſelves obliged to do, to prevent 
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ſome People coming into the Houſe, who might not 
be neceſſitated to do fo, or might have ſome Relations 
able to relieve them, and who would, or did ſo, rather 
than ſuffer the Badge to be worn.

N the ninth and tenth Year of King William the 
Third, Anno 1698, An Act of Parliament was pro- 
cured for this Place, much the ſame with that for 
Briſtol two Years before, whereby a Corporation is con- 
ſtituted by the Name of Governor, Depꝛuy-Governor, Aſ- 
ſaſtants, and Guardians of the Poor, conſiſting of the 
Mayor, Recorder, and 12 Aldermen for the Time being, 
with 24 other Inhabitants elected, four out of each of 
the ſix Wards, 
Ink Corporation is impowered to raiſe Money by 
a Taxation for the erecting Workhonſes, &c. not ex- 
ceeding 20007. and likewiſe Money for the Mainte- 
nance thereof, not exceeding what had been levied for 


any one of the three Years preceding; and to compel. 
poor People, ſeeking Relief, to dwell and work in ſuch 


Houſes, And to keep poor Children, in order to be 
placed out Apprentices, &c. 

By this Authority, a convenient Houſe was then 
built, capable of receiving 170 or 180 People, called 
the Charity-Hall, and Money raiſed ſufficient to defray 
the Charge thereof: But after this good Beginning, 
Part only of the Act being put in Execution, the 
Building proved almoſt uſeleſs, and the whole Ma- 
nagement often detrimental to the Poor. So that the 
Houſe for many Years was no more than a Charity- 


School for Children, while the reſt of the Poor were con- 


tinued on their Weekly Penſions. For the Act allowing 
no more Money to be raiſed, when the Poor increaſed, 
| none 
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none could receive any Penſion, but upon the Death 


of ſome other, whence it neceſſarily followed, that thoſe 
who had the beft Friends, got upon the Lift, while 
others who had the ſame Right, were forced to beg, 
and every Court had a great Number of Petitions which 
they could not anſwer. 


'Ta1s had been long lamented, and by ſome thought 


impoſſible to be remedied, but at laſt the major Part 
of the Gorporation reſolved to uſe the Method ſo much 
recommended by others, and to put the whole of the 
Act in Execution. 

Ix order whereunto we got a Maſter from Zahn, 
and allowed him 40. per Annum Salary, at whoſe 
coming in 7annary 1727-8, we ſet immediately about 
farniſhing the Houſe in the Manner which he directed, 
and in April took off all Weekly Pay; when few of 
them that had Pay came into the Houſe and moſt of 


them petitioned in vain againſt it; The Number at 


firſt admitted were 101, which Number has ſince in- 
creaſed, and keeps fluctuating, ſometimes over or under 
that Number. 

Tuz Charge in fitting up the Houſe was about 
360. which might have been defrayed by a Tax, but 
we choſe rather to try by a voluntary Contribution, 
which was collected from Houſe to Houſe, the Week 
after Charity-Sermons had been preached by a neigh- 
bouring Clergyman at both our Churches, and by the 
Diſſenters at both their Meeting Houſes, and amounted 


to the Sum of 230/. This with the Stock we had be- 


forc, and ſome Legacies we have received, defrayed the 
ſaid Charge, and our Yeariy Aſſeſſment, with ſome other 
Benefactions, ſupplied the Houſe with Neceſſaries. 

- Our Aſſeſſment, which is no more than what it 
was 20 Years ago, (though the Town is much more 
populous) is ſo eaſy that few can deſire to have it 
leffened, the Richeſt paying not above a Shilling per 
Week ; and if the Event of two or three Years, ſhew 
that a little additional Charity will accompliſh our 
Detign, we doubt not but all our Brethren will join 
their good Oflices, to enable us to bring it to * 
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Perfection. And though our Poor's Rates ſhould not 
be leflened, we hope to have few, or no Beggars in 
our Streets, and our Poor comfortably ſubſiſted, ſo 
long as the Orders we have publiihed hall be duly 
obſerved, which are as follow. | 


Orders made by the 38 * Guardians of the Poor 
at Kingſton upon Hull, 1728, for tbeir 
future Management. 


I, HAT on Monday before the Feaſt of St. Au- 

drew, twelve Officers be yearly choſen, viz. A 
Governor, Deputy Governor, four Treaſurers, and fix 
Aſſiſtants, to act as a Committee in governing the 
Houſe the ſucceeding Year ; but ſubject to the Orders 
of the general Court, held every two Months, accord- 
ing to the Act of Parliament. 

II. Taar each Treaſurer, during each Quarter, re- 
ceive the Payments, which are, or have been uſually 
made to the Poor, by the Collectors, every Fortnight, 
and all other Monies which ſhall become due during 
his ſaid Quarter, and ſee that the Collectors make out 
additional Bills, if Occaſion require. That he alſo pay 
all the neceſſary Expences of the Houſe, as the Go- 
vernor ſhall direct; and at the End of his Quarter, diſ- 
charge all Tradeſmen's Notes, Sc. turning over what 
Caſh remains in his Hand to his Succeſſor; and ac- 
counting at the End of the Year, to a General Court, 
or the Perſons appointed by them, as uſual. 

III. Taar the ſaid Committee me-t at the Hall 
every Sunday after Evening- Service, to yiew the Poor, 
hear Complaints, and give ſuch Inſtructions to the 
Maſter, Sc. as to them fhall ſeem proper. They ſhall 
alſo agree among themſelves, upon any fix of them to 
viſit the Hall, one every Day the Week following, who 
ſhall minute down what ſhall be found amiſs, ro lay 
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N. B. The 38 Guardians are the + Sis and Nasser inn 
12 Aldermen, for the Time being, and 24 Gentlemen choſen out 
of 6 Wards, wiz, 4 out of each, 
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before the Committee on Sunday: And if any Pet ſon 
ſo appointed neglect to viſit by himſelf, or a Deputy 
(a Guardian) he ſhall forfeit one Shilling to the Stock, 
to be paid to the Treaſurer for the Time being. 

IV. ThaAr every Guardian take eſpecial Care to fend 
all Vagrants, ſturdy Beggars, Sc. before the Mayor, 
or ſome one of the Aldermen, in order to their Com- 
mitment to the Work houſe, or Houſe of Corre#ion, till 
the Corporation ſhall determipe whether to fend them to 
their reſpective Homes, ef continue them at Work, as 
the Act diretts. 2 
V. Tur every poor Perſon having a Family, and not 
proper to be taken into the Houſe, that wants Wor 
may apply to a Guardian, who, with the Governor's 
Leave, may order Work to be done at home, (if he the 
ſaid Guardian will be anſwerable for it;] Or, upon the 
ſaid poor Perſon's Promiſe to work a Week, the Com- 
mittee may order him, or her, to go daily to the 
Houſe, and be ſubje& to its Rules, have Meat, and 
Drink, and what he, or ſhe earns above twenty pence, 
allowed for other Neceffaries. But if any ſuch Perſon 
be ſick, the Guardian may apply to the Governor for 
Relief till Sunday, when ſome Weekly Allowance may 
be ordered by the Committee, till the next General 
Court. 

VI. Tnar every Perſon who wants conſtant Relief, 
and proper to be taken into the Houſe, ſhall firſt apply 
to the Governor, and he ſhall require the Guardians of 
the Ward, in which ſuch Perſon lives, to enquire into 
his, or her Circumſtances, and manner of Life ; and 
they ſhall certify the next General Court thereof in 
Writing, that the Court may judge whether ſuch Per- 
fon, and his, or her Children, or any of them, ſhall 
be raken into the Houſe, or have Weekly Relief given 
them; and in the mean time, the Governor ſhall relieve 
them till Sunday, and the Committee, till the next Ge- 
neral Court. : | 
VII. Tur when any Perſon falls into occaſional Ne- 
ceſſity, either by Sickneſs, or other Misfortune, he ſhall 
apply to the Committee aboye-menticned, who ſhall 
5 in- 
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inquire into his Circumſtances, and make a Certiſica 
thereof -in Writing under their Hands, with what Sum 
they ſuppoſe ſufficient to relieve ſuch Perſon out of his 
preſent Diſtreſs. With which Certificate ſuch Perſon, 
or any for him, ſhall be permitted to aſk the Charity of 
the Inhabitants within his own Ward; provided he _ 
a Box, with a Nich in it to put the Money in, whic 
Box ſhall afterward be carried to the Governor, who 
ſhall give the Money collected at once, to the Petitioner, 
or at ſuch times, and in ſuch Proportions, as he ſhall 
judge beſt to anſwer the Occafions of the Petitioner. 

VIII. THar theſe Orders be ſtrictly obſerved, except 
otherwiſe agreed upon by a General Court.

Orders for the Regulation of the Poor in the 
Cbarity- Hall at Kingſton apon Hull. 


I. HA the Maſter take an Account of all Goods 
2 ſent into the Houſe, (the Time when, and by 
whom) in a proper Book, and keep the Tradeſmen's 
Notes upon a File, receiving no Perſon into the Houſe 
Without an Order made at a General Court. 

II. TaarT he enter the Name of every Perfon fo re- 
ceived, into a Regiſter-Book, ſignifying, in proper Co- 
lumns, the Time of their Admiſſion and their Ages; 
as alſo, their leaving the Houſe, or their Deaths: 
That he ſearch them carefully when they firſt come 
in, and ſtrip them, or cauſe them to be ſtript to their 
Skin, ſo that ſuch as are naſty may be well waſhed, new 
Clothes provided for them, their old ones baked in an 
Oven to deſtroy Vermin, well cleanſed, and mended 
for the Ule of the Owners, or others, as Occaſion ſhall 
require : That he keep ſuch as have the Itch, or other 
infectious Diſeaſes, in proper Wards, till cured. 

III. Trar he read, or cauſe to be read, ſuch Pray- 
ers as the Guardian Miniſters ſhall direct, every Morn- 


ing before Breakfaſt, and every Evening before Supper, 


and whoſoever ſhall be abſent without Leave, ſhall 
loſe that Meal; That he cauſe Grace to be ſaid 


by 
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* one of the Boys before and after each Meal; and 
mind, that all who can be ſpared out of the Houſe; 
go to Church. or ſome other Place of Religious Wor- 
ſhip, twice every Lord's Day; and that after Supper 
he cauſe to be read ſome Portion of Holy Scripture, or 
a. Chapter in the Whole Duty of Man, or what the 
Guardian-Miniſters ſhall appoint. | 

IV. Tnar he (cauſe ali that are healthful and ſtrong 
to riſe in Summer at five or fix, and in Winter at 
eight of the Clock, and go to Bed in Summer at nine, 
and in Winter at eight ; That he ſet all ro Work at the 
uſual Hours, and make the Children under ſix Years of 
Age go to School, and above fix to work, learning to 
read or write once a Day ; and that he be preſent with 
them as often as poſſible to ſee they beſo taught, 

V. Tur he lay out with Prudence ſuch Sums of 
Money as the Governor ſhall permit him to expend for 
the ſmall incidental neceſſaries of the Family, but in all 
other Caſes employ ſuch Perſons to furniſh the Houſe 
az the Governor ſhall appoint, and acquaint him, if he 
finds any Impoſitlon either in Price or Goodneſs ; That 
he cut and carve Meat for the Family, and ſce that 
the Nurſes and others do their proper Buſineſs. 

VI. Taar the Nurſes get the Beds made by nine, 
and the Rooms ſwept and cleanſed by ten of the Clock 
every Morning ; That they be waſhed in Summer twice 
every Week, and in Winter once at the leaſt ; That 
they be aired every Day by opening the Windows as 
long as ſhall be thought proper; That the Kitchen and 
Dining Room be ſwept or waſhed every Day. That 
the Children be waſh'd, comb'd and cleanſed, ſo as to 
appear every Morning at School by ſeven or eight of 
the Clock. 

VII. Tur if any Perſon go out of the Houſe with- 
out the Maſter's Leave, or be diſordered with ſtrong 
Liquors ; if they ſteal, or remove with Intent to imbez- 


zle any Goods, Money, or Clothes; if they be heard 


to ſwear or curſe, quarrel or ſcold ; if they pr etend Sick- 


neſs or Lameneſs, ro be excuſed from Work, and be. 


diſcovered by the Phyfician, or be guilty of any other 


P 
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Offence, they ſhall be puniſhed by the Maſter, as the 
Committee ſhall direct. | 

VIII. Taar upon the Death of any Perſon in the 
Houſe, the Nurſe attending that Ward, 'thaH immedi- 
ately go for a Coffin to put the dead Corpſe i in, after 
waſhed, and with proper Affiſtance, ſhall remove it to 
the Place appointed for that Purpoſe, and ſhall deliver 
up to the Maſter all the Clothes, Money, or Goods be- 
longing to the Deceaſed; and if they neglect their 
Duty herein they ſhall ke ſeverely puniſhed, 

IX. Tnar Notice be given by ringing a Bell, for 
the Family to come together to Breakfaſt, Dinner, and 
Supper, and that the Weekly Bill of Fare be as or- 
dered 27 the Committee. 


N. B. The Sick or Lame are not to be confined to 
the ſame Diet, but have ſuch as ſhall be ee 
by the Doctor. 


Laſtly, For Encouragement of Indyſtry, it is ordered. 
That every Nurſe be allowed 3d.

YET when there is added the zol. in Goods now 
in hand, and about 3o/. more ufed in the Houſe, it 
makes near 40l. per Aunum for their Work, which is 
as much as could be expected from ſo many old, infirm, 
or young unexperienced Perſons. 

IT is to be noted, that altho' for the 3 laſt Years 
the Number of the Poor has been, one with another, 
about 100; yet at the firſt we had 120, and have 
now but 87, and that we are at a great Charge by Peo- 
ple without Doors falling ill, which (by the Application 
of the Apothecary at the Phyſici cians Direction, and ſome 
other Aſſiſtance we allow them) has very often kept 
Families from us, and has occaſioned the Apothecary's 
Notes to run fo high, that about } Part has been for 
People not in the Houſe. 

Tavs the Succeſſors in the Guardianſhip of the 
Poor here have endeavoured to continue the Method 
of maintaining them in one Family, as practiſed in the 
two laſt Years: That the Aged and infirm may not be 
juffered to fink under the Burthen of Poverty, the 
want of fitting Employment be no Excuſe for Idleneſs, 
nor Children be ſeen in our Streets begging in Raggs, 
and running out into Rudeneſs and Barbarity, for want 
of Inſtruction and convenient Labour; ſuch as might 
enable them to help towards their own Maintenance, 
and to become in time uſe ful Servants to others. f 
2 r 
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IT is ſcarce poſſible indeed to provide againſt all 
Inconveniencies ; ſome perhaps are uneaſie under the 
Confinement of the Houſe, and would rather be ſub- 
ſiſted in that Way which they like beſt ; but when 
wholeſome Food, and warm Lodgings are offered them, 
the ſtiff and poſitive Temper of ſuch as refuſe, can no 

more be juſtified, than Idleneſs in thoſe that can work; 
the main [nquiry therefore is, from what Quarter the 
Miſchief ariſes, and how to apply the beſt Remedies? 

SOME plead for a yearly Subſcription, by which con- 
ſiderable Sums have been raiſed in other Places for the 
Uſe of Charity-Schools : Others rather incline to pro- 
cure another Act of Parliament. As for us who have 
the gacateſt Burden, we are ready to fall in with the 
Method that ſhall be thought beſt, for what Deſign 
can any have in an Undertaking of this Nature, but 
to pleaſe God by ſhewing Mercy to the Poor. 

IF a Scheme therefore honeſtly formed with theſe 
Views, ſhall fall to the Ground, and many poor and ne- 
ceſſitous People be ſuffered to lead a miſcrable Life, 
in ignorance and Vice, Idlenets and Want, this cannot 
| turn to our Reproach, nor deprive us of the Satis- 
faction of having done our Part for their Relief: But 
we perſwade our ſelves, that fo charitable a Deſign 
will be chearfully promoted, to the Glory of God, on 
whoſe Bleſſing and Favour, our preſent Proſperity and 
futuce Happineſs depend.

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An Abſtract of the Act of 
the gth of King GEORGE, 
Entituled, An Ac for amending 
the Laws relating to theSettlement, 
Employment, and Relief of the 
Poor. 


HE Church-Wardens and Overſeers of the Poor, 
of any Pariſh, with the Conſent of the major Part 
of the Pariſhioners, in Veſtry, or other publick Meeting 
for that purpoſe aſſembled, upon uſual Notice given, 
may purchaſe or hire any Houſe or Houſes in the Pa- 
riſh or Place, and contract with Perſons for the Lodg- 
ing, Keeping and Employing of poor Perſons; and there 
they are to keep them, and take the Benefit of their 
Work and Labour, for the better Maintenance and 
Relief of ſuch Perſons. And in caſe any poor Perſon 
ſnall refuſe to be Lodged, Kept, and Maintained in ſuch 
Houſe or Houſes, ſuch Perſon ſhall be put out of the 
Pariſh Books, and not entituled to Relief. 

WuERE Pariſhes are ſmall, two or more of ſuch 
Pariſhes, with the Approbation of a Juſtice of Peace, 
may unite in Purchaſing or Hiring Houſes for the 
Purpoſes aforeſaid. And Church-Wardens, &c. of 
one Pariſh, with the Conſent of the major Part of the | 
Pariſhioners, may contra& with the Church:Wardeng, | 
Sc. of any other Pariſh, for the Lodging and Mainte- 
nance of the Poor. 

Bur no poor Perſons, or their Apprentices, Chil- 
dren, Sc. ſhall require a Settlement in the Pariſh, 

Town, or Place to which they ſhall be removed, by 
Virtue of this Act. 1 

Note. This is a General Law, and extends to all
